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Countries Receiving Canadian Government-to-Government 
Assistance in 1983-84 


As approved by Parliament the Official Develop- 
ment Assistance (ODA) Program is one of the 
main instruments with which Canada advances the 
goal of international social justice. The assistance 
program seeks to support the efforts of developing 
countries in fostering economic and social pro- 
grams, placing emphasis on poorer developing 
countries and the needy within developing coun- 
tries. These objectives are pursued through official 
bilateral (government-to-government) channels, 
multilateral development institutions and support 
of the development activities of non-governmental 
organizations and the private sector. 


The Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA) is responsible for administering about 75 
per cent of the ODA budget, with the remainder 
being administered by other government depart- 

ments and agencies. 


Development has been defined as a process by 
which societies change so that they are able to 
meet the basic needs of their populations, in a 
way that is sustainable in the long term and is 
based largely on indigenous resources and values. 


Introduction 


Events in the developing world during 1983-84 
continued to give cause for concern. More than 65 
Third World nations were affected by disasters re- 
quiring international assistance. Many were in 
sub-Saharan Africa which, for yet another year, 
continued to suffer through what may be its worst 
drought in a century. And, of course, there were 
the ever-present statistics whose proportions stag- 
ger the imagination: 750 million people living 
below the absolute poverty line with incomes so 
low that they cannot provide for even the basic 
necessities of life: adequate nutrition, shelter and 
medical care. 


The situation is serious, the problems intimidating, 
the challenges immense. But very real and signifi- 
cant progress is being made, although it is usually 
overshadowed by reports of crises and disasters. It 
may be less rapid or more unevenly distributed 
than hoped for, but that should not diminish the 
magnitude of the achievement. And the results are 
impressive. Consider that: 


e Today, for the first time in history, there are 
more literate than illiterate people in the 
world, with female enrolment in primary 
schools almost tripling since 1960. 


e Over the last quarter-century, life expectancy 
in the Third World has risen by over 10 
years — something which took the Western 
world almost two centuries to achieve. 


¢ Over the past 20 years, despite enormous 
population growth, per capita income in 
developing countries has doubled while their 
overall growth rates have outstripped the 
performance of the industrialized countries. 
By the year 2000, several Asian countries 
(Malaysia, Thailand, Sri Lanka, India and 
China) will likely reach the present industrial 
stage of the OECD countries. 


e In the past 20 years, infant mortality rates 
have been cut by half. 


e Since 1945 developing countries have 
doubled their agricultural production. India 
is now self-sufficient in grains, although still 
requiring food assistance for some com- 
modities, and Bangladesh — considered a 
“basket case” by some westerners a decade 
ago — has made great strides toward food 
self-reliance. 


Most of the credit for these achievements belongs 
to the developing countries themselves. Unlike the 
all too prevalent image of the Third World as be- 
ing mere recipients of Western largesse, developing 
nations as a group have financed 87 per cent of 
their own development. Development assistance 
has not played a dominant role, but it has played 
a crucial one. Without the essential technology 
and material assistance provided by international 
donors, progress would have indeed been much 
slower. 


Canada and Canadians have played a leading role 
in this regard and have been important con- 
tributors to the overall progress made in recent 
decades. Canada provides assistance to the 
strategic international agricultural research centres 
and programs of the Consultative Group on Inter- 
national Agricultural Research, which made a ma- 
jor contribution to Southeast Asia’s “green revolu- 
tion” in the late ‘60s and ‘70s. Canadian univer- 
sities collaborated with the International Centre 
for the Improvement of Maize and Wheat on 
research into the new cereal grain triticale, 
sometimes known as ‘big wheat’. With its 
resistance to both cold and drought and its adap- 
tability to poorer soils, the use of this grain holds 
much promise for easing food shortages in 
developing countries. Canada also contributed to 
the World Health Organization’s program which 
removed smallpox from the face of the earth. It is 
estimated that the annual savings for the 
developed countries in discontinuing their 
elaborate immunization programs exceed the total 
investment in the program as a whole. In Nor- 
thern Ghana, Canada has helped to install 2,500 
rural wells and three town water systems, improv- 
ing the quality of life of about one million people 
by reducing the physical burden of water collec- 
tion and the incidence of water-borne diseases. A 
similar program is underway in Niger. In Jamaica, 
a $25 million line of credit is funding 80 per cent 
of the country’s fertilizer requirements, a vital in- 
put for agricultural production which is central to 
the island’s economy. And individual Canadians, 
working through non-governmental organizations 
(NGOs), have transformed thousands of lives 
through the provision of better nutrition, water, 
health, education and job skills. 


In fiscal year 1983-84, Canada provided $1.8 
billion in official development assistance (ODA) to 
support further progress in the Third World. 
Amounting to .45 per cent of our total gross na- 
tional product (GNP), this ranked Canada approx- 
imately in the top 10 among the 17 Development 
Assistance Committee donors of the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and Development 


(OECD).* 


Canada’s ODA is provided through a range of 
comprehensive delivery channels. The Canadian 
International Development Agency (CIDA) is 
responsible for administering about 75 per cent 
($1.5 billion in 1983-84) of the development 
cooperation budget. CIDA focuses its efforts on 
the poorest countries and pays special attention to 
three crucial aspects of development: agriculture 
(including fisheries and forestry), energy, and 
human resources development. Assistance is pro- 
vided through: 


e Bilateral (government-to-government) Pro- 
grams, which use about half CIDA’s budget 
to finance thousands of projects in over 55 
developing countries in Africa, Asia and the 
Americas;

e¢ Miultilateral Programs, which support the 
world-wide development efforts of United 
Nations agencies, development banks, 
humanitarian institutions and other interna- 
tional organizations; 


e Special Programs, which support and en- 
courage the initiatives of Canadian voluntary 
groups, institutions and companies to play a 
more active role in international development. 


One of these programs, the Non-Governmental 
Organizations Program, marked its fifteenth an- 
niversary in 1983. A pioneering concept in 1968 
— a program of cooperation between the govern- 
ment and private agencies working in the Third 
World — it has developed into a unique and pro- 
ductive partnership which, through the provision 
of CIDA’s matching grants, has had a multiplier 
effect on Canada’s total assistance effort and a 
greater impact on the developing countries. In 
1968, the first year of operation, the program 


disbursed $5 million to 20 agencies for 50 projects. 


In 1983-84, 142 NGOs received $81 million for 
some 3,000 projects. Even more telling, in 1968 
the NGOs raised an estimated $5 million in dona- 
tions from the private sector. In 1983, contribu- 
tions totalled more than $150 million.

International Development 


The remaining 25 per cent of Canada’s ODA is 
administered by other government departments 
and agencies.* The Department of Finance is the 
lead agency for the World Bank and its conces- 
sional funding arm, the International Development 
Association, providing $178.8 million to these in- 
stitutions in 1983-84. 


The Department of External Affairs contributes to 
the regular budgets and voluntary funds of several 
multilateral organizations, such as the World 
Health Organization and the Food and Agriculture 
Organization, while Canada Post and National 
Health and Welfare also provide support to inter- 
national agencies active in development. Together 
these sources provided $27 million in 1983-84. 


The International Development Research Centre 
(IDRC), a corporation established in 1970, in- 
itiates, encourages and supports research by 
developing countries for their own benefit. The 
objective is to help these countries to build up 
their research capabilities and institutions, par- 
ticularly in the areas of farming, forestry,

fisheries, energy, tropical diseases, education, 
economics, communications and information 
systems. IDRC provided $70.6 million towards 
these efforts in 1983-84. 


The Petro-Canada International Assistance Cor- 
poration (PCIAC), a subsidiary of Petro-Canada, 
was established in 1981. Its prime objective is to 
assist developing countries to reduce their 
dependence on imported oil by using Canadian 
technology and expertise for oil and gas explora- 
tion and related activities. In 1983-84, PCIAC 
disbursed $42.8 million on development projects. 


Provincial governments are also involved in inter- 
national development, contributing $10.5 million 
to assist the work of NGOs in 1983-84. 


The success to date of these and other efforts in- 
dicates that progress is being made and that solu- 
tions can be found. There exists in the world to- 
day, for example, the resources to free mankind 
from the age-old threat of hunger. And what 
discoveries of benefit to all lie within the potential 
of the 750 million whose energy, motivation and 
performance are undermined by malnutrition. 
Development assistance is an investment in freeing 
that potential. It is an investment in the future, 
both theirs and ours. What follows is an overview 
of the CIDA programs and projects that are at 
work to bring that future closer to reality.

Anglophone 
Africa 


For the third consecutive year, the rains have not 
come to sub-Saharan Africa and their failure to 
appear has created one of the worst droughts in a 
century. Crops have failed, reserve stocks are 
dwindling and livestock are dying. According to 
the Food and Agriculture Organization, 24 of the 
50 African states are suffering catastrophic food 
shortages. Some 150 million people are affected, 
with many facing acute malnutrition. In Mozam- 
bique, for example, thousands of people are 
believed to have died of starvation, while another 
four million of the country’s 13 million inhabitants 
are suffering from malnutrition. 


The drought has focused world attention on the 
food crisis in Africa but the problem is by no 
means new. Although Africa has tremendous 
potential, it has moved from being a net food ex- 
porter a decade ago to a major food importer to- 
day. Africa now receives 60 per cent of the 
world’s food aid, with 3.4 million tonnes required 
in 1984 alone. Africa, in fact, is the only region in 
the world where per capita food production has 
steadily declined over the past 20 years. The 
reasons for this decline in food production are 
many: a rapid growth in population (3.2 per cent 
per year compared with 2.8 per cent in Asia and 
2.5 per cent in the Americas) which exacerbates 
food shortages and places strains on educational, 
health and social services; inappropriate food 
prices favoring urban consumers over rural pro- 
ducers; outdated land tenure practices and lack of

investment in research, training and infrastructure; 
severe balance of payments problems caused by 
low international prices for the primary products 
which form the basis of most African economies, 
and the high cost of such imports as oil, 
machinery and food; and political strife, which 
has wreaked havoc in rural areas and created a 
refugee population of five million, one-half the 
world’s total. 


Canada has responded generously to the short- 
term food crisis facing Africa while also continu- 
ing to support programs addressing the underlying 
longer-term problems of the agriculture sector. In 
Anglophone Africa* CIDA provided over $50 
million in 1983-84 to meet emergency food shor- 
tages. This included: 


e $29.3 million in bilateral food aid to five 
African countries (Botswana, Ethiopia, 
Mozambique, Sudan and Tanzania), along 
with several million dollars in grain and skim 
milk powder for distribution by Canadian 
non-governmental organizations; 

e $20.4 million through the World Food Pro- 
gram (to which Canada is the second-largest 
contributor) and a supplementary pledge 
of $15 million to the International Emergency 
Food Reserve, earmarked for all of Africa; 


© over $4 million from International 
Humanitarian Assistance funds for interna- 
tional relief organizations and NGOs. 


Because of the perilous situation of many 
Anglophone Africa countries, CIDA is continuing

to develop programs and projects which balance 
the short-term support for economic and physical 
survival with measures to support long-term 
economic growth, not only in agriculture, but 
also in: 


energy, to help offset crippling oil imports 
(through such projects as rural electrification in 
Egypt and Kenya, and the construction of high 
voltage transmission lines in Tanzania); 


human resource development, to remove 
weaknesses in the human resource base which, in 
Africa more than anywhere else in the world, 
limits the achievement of development objectives 
(through such projects as assisting technical in- 
stitutes in Zambia, Ghana and Kenya, and pro- 
viding support to universities in Botswana, 
Lesotho and Swaziland); 


transportation, to improve the current system 
which is adversely affecting food security by 
hampering the distribution of crops (through such 
projects as the construction and upgrading of 
roads in Zambia and Kenya, and railway pro- 
grams in Malawi, Tanzania and Egypt). 


The largest part of CIDA’s funds in the 
Anglophone Africa program are devoted to 
agriculture and related activities that contribute to 
food security — production, distribution, storage, 
transportation and marketing. CIDA is involved in 
projects that support food production directly 
(wheat production in Tanzania, dairy development 
in Malawi, Swaziland and Lesotho), integrated 
rural development projects (in Lesotho, Malawi 
and Ghana), and other links in the food produc- 
tion chain from crop research (Tanzania, Zambia) 
through provision of inputs such as seeds, fer- 
tilizer, machinery (Ghana, Egypt), storage facilities 
(Zambia), and marketing and transporta- 
tion/distribution systems (Zimbabwe, 
Mozambique). 


Assistance to the food and agriculture sectors will 
remain a priority for CIDA’s Anglophone Africa 
program and an increasing volume of resources 
will be directed to activities that increase the 
availability and accessibility of domestic 
agricultural production.

Francophone

Of the 36 countries designated by the UN as 
“least-developed countries”, 26 are located in 
Africa, and, of that number, 16 are in Fran- 
cophone Africa. 


Economically, these countries are relentlessly 
plagued by misery, debt and unemployment; 
socially, the population suffers from malnutrition, 
lack of drinking water and essential sanitary ser- 
vices. For most of the countries, foreign assistance 
continues to play an essential role in their 
development efforts. 


Canada currently provides aid in one form or 
another to nearly all the countries in Francophone 
Africa. In nine of these countries, CIDA has im- 
plemented a multi-year cooperation program; in 
the other 18, it provides food aid as well as 
various forms of financial, technical, industrial 
and institutional assistance. 


During the 1983-84 fiscal year, bilateral assistance 
disbursements in Francophone Africa reached 
$137.56 million: $93.3 million in grants and $44.3 
million in loans.* The priority sectors were 
agriculture, forestry and fishing, energy and 
human resource development. 


Africa is the only region in the world where food 
production per capita is decreasing. For this

reason the chief objective of Canada’s program in 
Francophone Africa is to ensure adequate food 
supplies. In recent years, total agricultural produc- 
tion rose in several countries. However, because 
of the high rate of population growth, per capita 
food production has declined. 


Grain production, which represents a major por- 
tion of available food supplies in Africa, is not 
sufficient to cover domestic needs in several coun- 
tries. Moreover, last year some of these countries 
had poor harvests owing primarily to bad weather 
conditions, plant diseases and overworked 
farmland. 


In the Sahel** nations, which are already among 
the poorest in Africa, and indeed, the world, this 
situation is particularly tragic. The Sahel has ex- 
perienced the worst drought this century and is 
threatened by a new food disaster, even worse 
than those of the 1970s. 


Fish yields are extremely low despite the fact that 
several countries have access to waters which are 
teeming with fish. Fairly substantial yields were 
achieved, however, in Morocco, Senegal, 
Mauritania, Zaire, the Central African Republic 
and the Ivory Coast. 


The fuelwood crisis and the increasing rate of 
deforestation remain the main energy problems 
facing many countries in Francophone Africa, 
where traditional fuels represent 90 per cent of 
energy sources. Because of pressures from the high 
rate of population growth, the gradual elimination

of wooded savannas is shattering the ecological 
balance, which current reforestation programs can- 
not restore. Several plant protection projects and 
reforestation programs are underway, particularly 


in the Sahel. 


The Canadian energy program in Africa is in- 
fluenced by the growing concern about allocating 
limited financial resources to projects which will 
have the greatest impact on the well-being of the 
population and which can be carried out by the 
aid-recipient countries. The program is also aimed 
at diversifying activities by setting up a special 
$25 million program for the development of new 
and renewable sources of energy. Petro-Canada’s 
contributions to international assistance in Gam- 
bia, Morocco and Senegal reinforce Canada’s con- 
tribution to the energy sector in Africa. 


In view of the fact that human resources are the 
key to the socio-economic development of a 
society, Africa is currently faced with an enor- 
mous challenge. In the African context, the human 
consequences of a high rate of population growth, 
exacerbated by generalized rural poverty, are ex- 
tremely serious: they aggravate the food crisis and 
accelerate migration from the rural areas to the 
cities, where urban pressures deprive the majority 
of inhabitants of essential services and hinder their 
access to education and universal health care. 


In addition to meeting the basic needs of the peo- 
ple, all human resource development policies for 
Africa must be aimed at certain target groups such 
as women, who play a decisive role in both the 
national and the family economies, and who 
represent half the population and perform 60 to 80 
per cent of the farming. They are crucial to the 
development of Africa and should be included in 
all stages of project development and implementa- 
tion. At the same time, specific socio-cultural and 
religious contexts must be respected. 


Human resource development plays an essential 
role in CIDA’s programs in Francophone Africa 
and this is reflected in the many activities affecting 
a whole range of sectors, particularly education 
and training, living conditions and agriculture. 
The Non-Governmental Organization and Institu- 
tional Cooperation Divisions are increasingly ac- 
tive in the community and rural development sec- 
tors. The bilateral program is continuing to em- 
phasize institutional support and professional and 
technical training projects. In addition, projects 
financed through mission-administered funds still 
represent an excellent way of meeting the specific 
needs of the female population. 
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Americas 


After two decades of spectacular economic growth 
during which the regional economy showed an 
annual growth rate of at least 4 per cent, Latin 
America has recently been plunged, along with the 
rest of the world, into the middle of a serious 
recession. The debts of numerous countries have 
reached the danger level; merely repaying the inte- 
rest on these sums would require more than 50 per 
cent of export revenues. 


Nevertheless, because of the very close economic 
interdependence of the Latin American countries 
and those of the industrialized world, the first sign 
of an economic upturn in the latter in 1983 enhan- 
ced the prospects of the Americas region. 


Considering the broader picture of the experience 
and potential to be tapped in this region, there is 
every reason to believe that it will resume its 
rapid expansion. It already has a basic economic 
and social infrastructure, development institutions 
and improving financial systems. In addition, the 
economic potential remains unchanged and the 
human and material productive capacity is un- 
derutilized. In short, the overall situation provides 
good reasons for hoping that the region will soon 
recover its vigor. 


One of the main characteristics of the Americas 
region is its heterogeneity, which necessarily 
means great diversity in development priorities

and activities. Accordingly, during 1983-84, assis- 
tance disbursements of $97.38 million were made 
for the Americas region, representing an increase 
of $40 million (41 per cent) over the previous 
year. The agriculture, renewable natural resources 
and social development sectors received the grea- 
test share, followed by transportation and energy. 


In Colombia, the signing of a $13.2 million agree- 
ment for a small and medium-sized industry pro- 
ject, and the implementation of 11 country focus 
projects in the area of social development and 
human resources, were indications of a completely 
new orientation in the assistance program. 


In Peru, CIDA has committed more than $20 mil- 
lion to two important energy projects. In addition, 
the Agency has provided some $5 million in emer- 
gency food aid to drought victims in the south of 
the country, and $3 million for the construction of 
housing for flood victims in the north. The Inter- 
national Humanitarian Assistance Program has 
also provided $300,000 in emergency assistance. 


The Latin America Regional Program has ap- 
proved a SPAR satellite project worth $8 million 
for Brazil, and significant progress has been made 
in developing the complex multi-sectoral technolo- 
gical transfer program. 


Bolivia received $9.44 million in Canadian food 
aid in 1983-84. Moreover, in response to the 
serious drought in the country, CIDA and Canadian 
non-governmental organizations joined efforts to 
help save vital stocks of seed potatoes, with CIDA 
providing $860,000 in emergency assistance and 
the NGOs some $2 million. 


In Central America, more than $12 million has 
been disbursed on various bilateral projects: $1.7 
million in Honduras, $3.97 million in Nicaragua, 
$6 million in Costa Rica, $511,000 in Guatemala 
and $347,000 in El Salvador. In addition, a 

$12 million line of credit was granted to Costa 
Rica for the acquisition of fertilizer and railroad

equipment, and Nicaragua received a $13 million 
line of credit for the purchase of agricultural 
equipment, fertilizer and heifers. 


CIDA also provided $3 million in emergency food 
aid to flood victims in Nicaragua, channeled 

$3 million to multilateral institutions to assist refu- 
gees in Central America, and contributed another 

$1 million to aid displaced persons in El Salvador. 


Within the framework of the Commonwealth 
Caribbean Program, the prime objective of bilate- 
ral assistance is still the creation of productive 
jobs. The most serious problem in this region is 
unemployment; other problems include inadequate 
means of transportation and communications, 
small domestic markets and limited resources. 


Disbursements for Jamaica have doubled during 
the year. Two important food aid projects have 
been approved, and a $23 million line of credit 
has been granted for chemical fertilizer. 


In the Leeward and Windward Islands, a project 
valued at $15.3 million for rebuilding the 
Portsmouth-Hatton Garden Road in the north of 
Dominica was approved. In addition, authoriza- 
tion was given to set up a micro-project planning 
group in the islands; this is an important stage in 
the approval and management of the many small 
projects which constitute the majority of CIDA’s 
activities in these islands. 


As for the Caribbean Regional Program, three 
major projects worth a total of $90 million were 
approved for the improvement of 22 airports in 13 
countries, the purchase of two Twin Otters by the 
airline company LIAT, and oil exploration in 
Barbados. 
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Asia 


Asia, by virtue of its two billion plus population, 
provides both the greatest opportunities and the 
greatest challenges for global development. 
Seventy-five per cent of its people are subsistence 
farmers and rural landless peasants, while over 
600 million live in absolute poverty, suffering 
from malnutrition, disease, and an inadequate 
supply of drinking water. The arable land base 
already supports too many and population growth 
rates remain high. 


Despite its essential poverty, however, Asia is 
making progress. In many countries, food produc- 
tion is increasing with India and Pakistan self- 
sufficient in grain and Bangladesh approaching 
that goal. Asia, relatively stable politically, also 
contains some of the emerging economic powers 
— the ASEAN* countries, China and India, with 
the latter’s economy alone almost as large as that 
of all developing Africa. Asia’s population growth 
rate, though only slowly dropping, is lower than 
that of Africa and the Americas. 


Canada has played a supportive role in Asia's 
development efforts. Canada’s official development 
assistance program began in the early 1950s, and 
60 per cent of our bilateral assistance has gone to 
Asia. The Asia program remains the largest (close 
to $300 million, including food aid, in 1983-84),

and it is concentrated in the sectors of agriculture, 
energy and human resource development, reflec- 
ting both the needs of the recipient countries and 
the areas of Canadian capability and expertise. 
Canada currently provides assistance to 24 coun- 
tries in Asia but efforts are focused on eight core 
countries in which live 90 per cent of the world’s 
poorest people: Bangladesh, China, India, In- 
donesia, Nepal, Pakistan, Sri Lanka and Thailand. 


Bangladesh remains the largest recipient of Cana- 
dian food aid ($65.7 million in 1983-84). The fer- 
tile soil of Bangladesh is capable of feeding its 93 
million people but increased production depends 
on more intensive use of the land. Canada con- 
tinues to help bridge the gap between production 
and demand while policies to make the country 
food self-sufficient come into effect. CIDA is com- 
plementing its food aid to Bangladesh with a $41 
million program supporting rural development ac- 
tivities — including assistance in increasing wheat 
production, storage warehouse construction, sup- 
ply of potash and small-scale irrigation — and the 
development of transportation networks and 
energy distribution systems. 


China, the newest recipient of Canadian 
assistance, has made great progress in recent 
years. Through its own efforts it has all but 
eliminated malnutrition, raised the standard of liv- 
ing of the poorest groups in society, and achieved 
food self-sufficiency, although it has 20 per cent of 
the world’s population and only 7 per cent of its 
land. CIDA is now helping China build on this 
foundation and a development cooperation agree- 
ment was signed between the two countries in 
1983. CIDA’s program, which began in 1981 and 
amounted to $940,000 in 1983-84, is concentrated 
on agriculture, forestry, energy, and human 
resource development. 


India’s industrialized sector is the tenth largest in 
the world while the agriculture sector contains 
over 200 million people living in absolute poverty.

This dualistic economy is reflected in CIDA’s $39 
million assistance program. In agriculture, CIDA’s 
goal is to help increase the incomes of small 
farmers and the rural landless. In 1984, for exam- 
ple, CIDA began a $44 million social forestry pro- 
ject to help slow the pace of deforestation, supply 
fuelwood, provide employment and increase in- 
comes in rural areas, particularly for the less ad- 
vantaged groups. Canada is also helping to ease 
the infrastructural bottlenecks in industry that are 
impeding India’s own development efforts, efforts 
involving total expenditures of over $20 billion a 
year. Lines of credit provide for the purchase of 
Canadian materials and resources in the oil and 
gas, mineral and power sectors. 


Indonesia, the world’s fifth-largest country, re- 
mains a relatively poor nation despite being an oil 
exporter, with annual per capita incomes 
averaging U.S. $580. CIDA is concentrating its 
program ($23 million in 1983-84) on efforts to in- 
crease food security and employment creation, as 
well as on human and natural resource develop- 
ment. As part of this effort, a $10 million feasibili- 
ty study began in 1983 on the irrigation potential 
of the Lower Solo River basin, an area that could 
greatly increase agricultural productivity if the an- 
nual monsoon floods can be controlled to fulfill 
the year-long irrigation needs. 


Nepal is one of the poorest and least developed 
countries in the world. With few natural 
resources, this mountainous country is facing a 
crisis because of the pressure of population 
growth, deforestation, soil erosion, illiteracy and 
declining agricultural production. CIDA’s program 
($7.8 million in 1983-84) assists in raising living 
standards among the poorest groups, particularly 
in the Mid-West Development Region, improving 
health care and developing the country’s con- 
siderable water resource potential. 


Pakistan has achieved impressive economic growth 
in recent years but the development of the social 
sectors has lagged behind. The government has 
made improvements in the social sector a develop- 
ment priority. The objectives of CIDA’s current 
program ($51 million in 1983-84) are the improve- 
ment of the standard of living of the rural popula- 
tion, particularly small farmers, the development 
of indigenous energy resources and the strengthen- 
ing of the human resource base, with particular 
emphasis in the social sectors. New projects in 
1983 were $10 million in Canadian aluminum for 
rural electrification and $20.4 million for two 
Canadian-made turbines. 


Sri Lanka is a rare case of a country with a high 
quality of life despite a low per capita income 
(U.S. $320). A broad range of health, social and 
educational services are available to most and a 
high women’s literacy rate has contributed to a 
low population growth rate. The main focus of 
CIDA’s program in Sri Lanka is the agriculture 
sector, with the goal of alleviating recurring food 
shortages and creating employment opportunities. 
In July of 1983 ceremonies were held to mark the 


completion of the Maduru Oya dam, Canada’s 
largest single investment in the Third World. In 
the project’s current phase, CIDA is helping to 
resettle over 200,000 rural poor on new 
agricultural lands. It is also providing poultry 
stock and potash fertilizer to farmers with less 
than one hectare of land. 


Thailand’s development efforts over the past two 
decades have been successful. Life expectancy has 
increased, there is universal primary education, 
and a high population growth rate has dropped 
significantly as a result of a large World Bank 
population project in which CIDA is involved. 
Thailand has also achieved sustained economic 
growth, averaging 7 per cent over the past years. 
Although the largest share of benefits have ac- 
crued to the urban areas, the overall incidence of 
poverty has dropped from 50 per cent to 25 per 
cent over the last decade. CIDA’s program ($6.4 
million in 1983-84) is concentrating on human 
resource development, institution building, rural 
development and industrial relations. 


Malaysia and the Philippines also receive some 
bilateral assistance from CIDA. In Malaysia the 
main activity is a line of credit for the purchase of 
goods and services in Canada. CIDA also supports 
a range of regional activities, the prime focus of 
which is through ASEAN in the forestry, fisheries 
and human resource sectors. Other institutions be- 
ing supported include the Asian Institute of 
Technology, the Asia Pacific Institute for Broad- 
cast Development, the Asia Pacific Foundation 
and the Southeast Asia Ministers of Education 
Organization. 
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Multilateral 
Programs 


Canada has long been an active supporter of 
multilateral development institutions because they 
undertake projects that are beyond the scope of 
individual countries, they provide vast pools of 
development capital and corresponding private 
sector opportunities, and they enable Canada to 
have a presence in countries where it is not possi- 
ble to have an extensive bilateral program. Cana- 
dian funding for multilateral programs is channel- 
ed through international financial institutions, UN 
agencies, and other organizations involved in 
development and research. While each organiza- 
tion is responsible for the administration of pro- 
jects, Canada, as a contributor, participates in the 
deliberations of the governing bodies that direct 
the organizations’ policies, programs and budgets. 


In addition to the contributions of CIDA, the 
Departments of Finance and External Affairs pro- 
vide funds to multilateral organizations. In 
1983-84, total multilateral contributions amounted 
to $674.58 million. 


International Financial 
Institutions 


World Bank Group 


The World Bank Group, comprising the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction and Development 
(IBRD) and its affiliates, the International 
Development Association (IDA) and the Interna- 
tional Finance Corporation (IFC), is the leading in- 
ternational development institution, both in terms 
of the size and scope of its operations and its role 
as a forum for the discussion of key development 
policy issues. 


During its fiscal year ending 30 June 1983, IBRD 
recorded new commitments of U.S. $11.1 billion, 
while IDA and IFC approved commitments of 
U.S. $3.3 billion and U.S. $845 million respective- 
ly. These included 136 IBRD loans to 43 countries, 
107 IDA credits to 44 countries and 58 IFC invest- 
ment commitments spread over 36 countries. 


There was an increase in the subscribed capital of 
IBRD during the year, mainly as a result of 
subscriptions authorized by the general capital in- 
crease approved in January 1980. Canada’s con- 
tributions to IBRD and IDA during its fiscal year 
1983-84 amounted to Can. $178.8 million, while 
no further subscription was made or required to 
the capital of IFC. The principal sectors supported 
by World Bank funding are agriculture and rural 
development, energy and transportation. 


IBRD finances its lending operations primarily 
through borrowings on the world’s capital 


markets. Its loans, which generally have a grace 
period of three to five years, are repayable over 
15 to 20 years and are directed toward developing 
countries at more advanced stages of economic 
growth. IDA, on the other hand, provides 
assistance on highly concessional terms to the 
poorer developing countries, whose annual per 
capita gross national product is less than U.S. 
$805 (in 1982 dollars). The function of IFC is to 
assist in the economic development of developing 
countries by promoting growth in the private sec- 
tor and helping to mobilize domestic and foreign 
capital for this purpose. 


Asian Development Bank 


The Asian Development Bank (AsDB), with its 
concessional Asian Development Fund (AsDF), is 
the major regional financial institution serving the 
countries of Asia and the South Pacific — in par- 
ticular, the poorest countries of the region where a 
large part of the world’s population lives. The len- 
ding programs of the Bank and Fund exceeded 
U.S. $1.8 billion in 1983, to reach a cumulative 
total of U.S. $13.4 billion by 31 December 1983. 


Agriculture and agro-industry accounted for the 
largest share of cumulative Bank lending (30.4 per 
cent), followed by energy (25.4 per cent), which 
has increased steadily since the mid-1970s. 


Canada was a founding member of the Bank and 
has subscribed to 6.3 per cent of the Bank’s share 
capital, making Canada the sixth-largest 
shareholder with an equity of U.S. $969 million as 
of 31 December 1983. Canada’s total pledges to 
the Bank's concessional resources amount to U.S. 
$523.4 million. 


Inter-American Development Bank 


The Inter-American Development Bank (IDB) 
assists the developing countries of Latin America 
and the Caribbean. The IDB’s commitments ex- 
ceeded U.S. $3 billion, while 1984 disbursements 
reached a new high of U.S. $1.7 billion. 


Canada, a prime supporter of the IDB, con- 
tributed Can. $9.1 million and Can. $12 million 
respectively to the ordinary capital and conces- 
sional fund operations of the Bank in 1983-84. 


The IDB Board of Governors formalized in 1983 
the Sixth Replenishment of the Bank’s resources 
which provides for sustained growth of 7 per cent 
in real terms over the 1983-87 period. During 
1984, a major review of the Bank’s financial 
policies was conducted in order to cope with the 
difficult financial position of many borrowing 
countries. Canada continues to work actively 
toward the allocation of the Bank’s resources to 
those countries and sectors in greatest need and to 
support sound financial management. 


African Development Bank Group 


The African Development Bank (AfDB), the 
African Development Fund (AfDF) and the Nigeria 
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Trust Fund (NTF) constitute the African Develop- 
ment Bank Group, which is the main network of 
regional financial development institutions in 
Africa. The opening of the AfDB membership to 
non-African countries in December 1982 resulted 
in an increase of the authorized capital stock from 
U.S. $2.9 to U.S. $5.5 billion. Canada is one of 
the 23 new non-regional members of the AfDB 
and holds 3.2 per cent of the capital. The present 
capital structure will enable the institution to 
finance its operations up to 1986. Canada has also 
been one of the major supporters of the AfDF 
since its establishment in 1972 and contributed 
Can. $33.9 million to the AfDF Third Replenish- 
ment in 1983-84. The AfDB Group commitments 
in 1983 reached U.S. $930 million (AfDB: U.S. 
$564 million; AfDF: U.S. $355 million; NTF: U.S. 
$11 million), an increase of 21 per cent over the 
previous year. As of 31 December 1983, 
cumulative loans stood at U.S. $4.8 billion. 


Caribbean Development Bank 


The Caribbean Development Bank (CDB) is the 
major financial development institution serving the 
Commonwealth Caribbean. In 1984, new loan ap- 
provals reached approximately U.S. $46 million, 
while loan disbursements decreased to U.S. $41.5 
million from U.S. $50.3 million in the previous 
year. 


Canada is a founding member of the CDB and is 
its largest donor member. During 1983-84 Canada 
contributed Can. $880,000 to the capital resources 
of the CDB and it has agreed to contribute Can. 
$22 million to the Unified Special Development 
Fund over the period 1984-87. 


Highlights of the CDB’s activities for the year in- 
cluded the adoption of new policies on lending, 
and also a continuation of its active role in the 
Caribbean Group for Cooperation in Economic 
Development (CGCED) and as a channel for inter- 
national assistance to its member countries from 
institutions such as the World Bank and the Inter- 
national Development Association. 


Multilateral Technical 
Cooperation Program 


CIDA supports the grant-funded general technical 
assistance cooperation programs of the United Na- 
tions system and other international organizations, 
including the Commonwealth, la Francophonie, 
and the system of international agricultural 
research centres. Canada thereby recognizes the 
need for collective effort in tackling development 
issues, the need for developing countries to par- 
ticipate in the decision-making process, and the 
usefulness of a disinterested third party delivery 
mechanism. Assistance through this channel com- 
plements Canada’s bilateral assistance programs, 
which are often capital assistance oriented, and it 
is an important mechanism through which to meet 
our priority in human resources development. 


In 1983-84 CIDA provided $148.8 million in sup- 
port of some 40 international organizations and 
programs (a complete list appears in Table D-1). 


General Funds 


UNDP — The United Nations Development Pro- 
gram is the central mechanism for the financing, 
programming and coordinating of technical 
cooperation activities of the UN. Its largest sectors 
of concentration are agriculture, development 
policy and planning, natural resources, industry, 
and transportation and communications, with pro- 
jects that are designed to promote self-reliance and 
include the provision of technical and professional 
specialists, training and some equipment. Over 80 
per cent of its resources are aimed at the poorest 


countries. Canada is the sixth-largest donor to the 
UNDP, contributing $59 million in 1983-84. 


UNICEF — The UN Children’s Fund is the main 
UN channel for the delivery of grass-roots 
development programs to the most vulnerable 
group in developing countries — mothers and 
children. Its program focuses on providing basic 
services in health, nutrition, village water supply, 
social services and education, with a strong em- 
phasis on community involvement, the develop- 
ment of local institutions and the use of more ap- 
propriate technology. In 1983-84, Canada con- 
tributed $14.5 million to UNICEF general resources 
and $2.6 million to specific supplementary pro- 
jects, ranking sixth-largest among government 
donors. In addition, the Canadian UNICEF Com- 
mittee transferred approximately $9.9 million to 
UNICEF for supplementary projects, of which $3.9 
million came from matching funds by CIDA’‘s 
Special Programs Branch and $2 million from 
CIDA’s bilateral country focus funds. 


Renewable Natural Resources 


IFAD — The International Fund for Agricultural 
Development, established in 1976, constitutes one 
of the major global financial and institutional 
responses to the world food crisis, and represents 
a unique formula for burden sharing as it includes 
the OPEC states as major contributors. It 
mobilizes additional resources on concessional 
terms for the expansion and improvement of food 
production systems and the strengthening of 
related policies and institutions, with special em- 
phasis on small farmers and landless laborers in 
developing countries. Canada, the eleventh-largest 
donor to IFAD, contributed $28 million in 
1983-84. 


CGIAR — The Consultative Group on Interna- 
tional Agricultural Research is an informal net- 
work of government, regional and international 
organizations and private foundations which sup- 
ports 13 strategic international agricultural 
research centres and programs that concentrate on 
those farming, and livestock systems that yield 
three-quarters of the developing countries’ total 
food supply. The dramatic increases in world 


wheat and rice production in the 1970s through 
the use of high-yielding varieties and other techni- 
ques are examples of the Centres’ effectiveness. 
Canada is the fifth-largest contributor to the 
CGIAR, providing close to $12 million in 1983-84. 


Population and Health 


UNFPA — The UN Fund for Population Activities 
addresses one of the world’s most serious prob- 
lems — uncontrolled population growth — which, 
if not arrested, will impede many other develop- 
ment efforts. The UNFPA promotes understanding 
of population issues and assists developing coun- 
tries to undertake programs and activities. Its pro- 
jects are carried out by UN specialized agencies, 
NGOs and the governments themselves. The 
UNFPA has over the years constituted Canada’s 
main channel for international population 
assistance. Canada’s contribution in 1983-84 
amounted to $10.25 million, fifth largest. 


OCP — The Onchocerciasis (river blindness) Con- 
trol Program, begun in 1974 by three UN agencies 
and the World Bank, is a successful effort to im- 
prove and preserve the health of millions of poor 
people in West Africa afflicted by blindness- 
causing parasites carried by black flies. An 80 per 
cent success rate has already been achieved. 
Canada has played an active role in the program 
from the beginning. The important and demanding 
work of aerial spraying of the blackfly larvicides 
has gone to a Canadian company since 1977. 
Canada is the seventh-largest donor, having con- 
tributed $1.3 million to the program in 1983-84. 


TDR — The Tropical Disease Research Program, 
established by the World Health Organization, the 
UNDP and the World Bank, carries out research 
and training for the development of new and im- 
proved tools for the control of six major tropical 
diseases. It also helps increase the self-sufficiency 
of affected countries in fighting these diseases 
through the strengthening of national institutions. 
In 1983-84 Canada, sixth-largest donor to the 
TDR, contributed $1.4 million. 


Commonwealth and Francophone 
Programs 


CFTC — The Commonwealth Fund for Technical 
Cooperation is the principal mechanism for 
technical assistance within the Commonwealth and 
remains a pioneer in promoting technical coopera- 
tion among developing countries. Founded as an 
agency for mutual help, it draws the majority of 
its experts from developing countries and nearly 
all training is carried out in the Third World. 
Canada is the largest contributor to the CFTC, 
contributing $13.2 million in 1983-84. 


PSD — The Programme spécial de développement 
was established under the Agence de coopération 
culturelle et technique as a result of a Canadian 
initiative. The principal organization for 
multilateral technical cooperation among, Fran- 


cophone countries, the PSD provides for the 
financing of short-term activities in training and 
development, technical assistance and technical 
studies. Canada is the largest donor, contributing 
$1.3 million in 1983-84. 


International Humanitarian 
Assistance Program 


In 1983-84 CIDA’s International Humanitarian 
Assistance (IHA) Program contributed $50.5 
million to international humanitarian, refugee and 
emergency relief organizations — an increase of 
$16 million over the previous year. Some $14.1 
million in regular program funds was provided for 
the operating costs of four UN refugee and relief 
agencies: the UN High Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR): $5 million; the UN Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestinian Refugees (UNRWA): $8.1 
million; the UN Education and Training Program 
for South Africa (UNETPSA): $350,000; and the 
UN Fund for Namibia (UNFN): $200,000. The In- 
ternational Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) 
was also granted $525,000 for its regular program. 
The remainder was granted in direct response to 
emergency situations caused by natural and man- 
made disasters, civil strife, and to alleviate the 
hardships of millions of refugees on three con- 
tinents. During 1983-84 more than 65 Third World 
countries were affected by disasters requiring 
assistance from international humanitarian institu- 
tions, with estimates of the total number of vic- 
tims ranging from 50 million to 130 million. 


The number of refugees and displaced persons 
fleeing from war situations or repressive regimes 
increased dramatically in the first part of the 
decade and, with no solution in sight for the ma- 
jor conflict areas (Afghanistan, the Middle East 
and Central America), the number of people re- 
quiring assistance has not lessened. The largest 
group of refugees — Afghans fleeing to Pakistan 
after the Russian invasion of their homeland — 
now number over two million, creating one of the 
most critical refugee situations in the world. 
Canada responded with contributions of $8 million 
to the UNHCR, $500,000 to the ICRC, and 
$50,000 to the League of Red Cross Societies 
(LRCS): 


In Africa, hundreds of thousands have been 
uprooted by political change and civil strife. 
Sudan alone is providing sanctuary to over 
500,000 refugees from Ethiopia and Uganda. CIDA 
answered appeals on behalf of the victims in 
several countries, providing $2.95 million to the 
ICRC, $1.27 million to the UNHCR, $140,000 to 
the LRCS, $240,000 to UNICEF and $260,000 to 
the Canadian Council of Churches (CCC). 


In other areas of conflict, CIDA provided $1.2 
million to the ICRC, $400,000 for victims of the 
war between Iran and Iraq, and $800,000 for vic- 
tims of the conflict in Lebanon; $1 million to the 
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UNHCR and $175,000 to the UN Border Reliet 
Operation (UNBRO) for refugees inside Thailand 
along the Thailand Kampuchea border; 53 million 
to the UNHCR, $1.2 million to the ICRC, and 
$250,000 to the Canadian Council of Churches for 
victims of political instability in Central America; 
and $60,000 to the LRCS and $15,000 to UNICEF 
to assist those affected by civil strife in Sri Lanka. 


The frequency and magnitude of natural disasters 
in developing countries has been increasing, while 
the ability of Third World governments to cope 
with these disasters has been reduced greatly 
because of their vulnerable economies. The situa- 
tion is extreme in Africa, which is suffering from a 
prolonged drought that many fear will cause the 
most severe famine in African history. Some 150 
million people in 24 countries are affected, with 
the Sahel, Central Africa, the Sudan-Guinean belt, 
Ghana and East Africa being the worst hit. CIDA 
has responded with $12 million through the IHA 
program to help alleviate suffering: 56.4 million to 
the LRCS, $1.8 million to the Office of the UN 
Disaster Relief Coordinator (UNDRO), $925,000 
to the Canadian Catholic Organization for 
Development and Peace (CCODP), $900,000 to 
the ICRC, $610,000 to Lutheran World Federation 
(LWE), $225,000 to Canadian Lutheran World 
Relief (CLWR), $455,000 to the Canadian Council 
of Churches, $400,000 to UNICEF, and $200,000 
to the World Food Program. 


Elsewhere, CIDA provided assistance to help 
several countries in Latin America which suffered 
from both the worst floods and droughts to sweep 
the continent this century. Several million people 
are affected. CIDA provided $1.53 million to the 
CCODP and $600,000 to the LRCS in flood and 
drought relief for Bolivia, Peru, Argentina, Brazil, 
Ecuador, Honduras and Paraguay. 


Other natural disasters requiring aid included 
earthquakes in Colombia, Turkey and Guinea, 
drought in East Timor, famine in Haiti, cyclones 
in Mozambique and Swaziland, and floods in 
Nepal, Portugal and Sri Lanka, with CIDA con- 
tributions totalling $1.2 million. 


CIDA also provided support during the year to 
agencies which have introduced disaster 
preparedness programs to minimize the loss of lite 
and damage, as well as to organize and facilitate 
timely and effective rescue, relief and rehabilita- 
tion operations. CIDA provided $835,000 to the 
Pan American Health Organization for emergency 
preparation in the Caribbean and Latin America, 
and $201,000 to the Pan Caribbean Disaster 
Preparedness and Prevention Project through 
UNDRO. 


Food Aid 


Canada’s food aid program in 1983-84 amounted 
to $332.50 million in commodities and cash, mak- 
ing Canadians the largest per capita donors in the 
world. Food aid is provided through bilateral, 
multilateral and non-governmental channels. The 
bulk of the food — $223.35 million — was pro- 
vided in the form of grains, the remainder — 
$84.52 million — in vegetable oil, pulses, skim 
milk powder and fish. The commodities were sup- 
plied based on acceptability to the recipient, 
relative cost effectiveness and supply availability. 


Canadian food aid is provided for both its 
humanitarian and developmental impact and 
serves a variety of purposes. Food aid for 
refugees, for victims of natural disasters and for 
the particularly disadvantaged is an important part 
of the Canadian program and about one-half of 
our food aid is provided to this end. One of the 
main channels for delivery to the very needy is 
through our participation in the World Food Pro- 
gram (WFP), a UN institution associated with the 
United Nations and the Food and Agriculture 
Organization. The WFP supports feeding programs 
for nutritionally vulnerable groups, particularly 
mothers and children, and uses food aid in food- 
for-work projects to provide work and income for 
the unemployed. 


In 1983-84, CIDA provided $124.79 million to the 
WEP. — $103.79 million in commodities and $21 


million in cash to cover transportation and ad- 
ministrative costs. Another $21.5 million was con- 
tributed to the International Emergency Food 
Reserve, managed by the WFP, which deals with 
food emergencies in developing countries. The 
funds included $6.5 million as a regular annual 
contribution and $15 million in response to UN 
appeals for assistance to help meet serious food 
shortages, especially in Africa. 


Canada’s bilateral food aid is also provided to 
meet emergency situations, but in many cases it 
also serves as a developmental tool, contributing 
to recipient governments’ development efforts and 
improving the nutritional status of their people. 
Bilateral food aid is used to build up food 
reserves, to free up foreign exchange for develop- 
ment projects rather than food imports, as an in- 
put into projects that create employment and in- 
crease agricultural production, and to provide 
food security while food policies are being im- 
proved and agricultural programs leading to food 
self-sufficiency come into effect. 


In 1983-84, CIDA provided $175.86 million in 
bilateral food aid to 19 developing countries. The 
majority — 11 — were in Africa, which is strug- 
gling to cope with severe food shortages resulting 
from a prolonged and devastating drought. Other 
major recipients were Bangladesh, India and 
Pakistan. 


Through a joint program with 14 Canadian 
NGOs, CIDA provided $4.33 million for a skim 
milk powder program, and $562,000 for other 
products, to help meet emergency situations and 
to complement small-scale food-for-work ac- 
tivities, mother and child health care clinics, 
school feeding programs and the feeding of 
refugees. Another $5.46 million was provided to 
the Canadian Food Grains Bank, which provides a 
channel for Canadian farmers to become directly 
involved in development by contributing a portion 
of their wheat crop as food aid. CIDA matches 
the contributions on a three to one basis. 
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Special Programs 


CIDA’s collaboration with non-governmental 
organizations dates from 1968, when the Canadian 
Government created a program to support NGO 
initiatives in international cooperation. This has 
since expanded into the Special Programs Branch 
with a variety of programs designed to respond to 
the diverse activities sponsored by many different 
types of voluntary groups, non-profit institutions 
and private firms. 


In contributing to the work of these organizations, 
CIDA aims to: 


e facilitate the involvement of more Canadians 
in endeavors of international cooperation. 
Through Special Programs, CIDA encourages 
Canadians to participate in joint ventures 
with their counterparts in developing coun- 
tries, and in development education activities 
in Canada; 


e tap the experience, knowledge and creativity 
of non-governmental organizations and firms 
for purposes of international development; 


® support activities which complement and add 
dimensions to the Government's development 
programs. 


At the heart of the Special Programs is a 
philosophy of partnership and mutual benefit. By 
together defining needs and marshalling the 
resources to respond to them, people in Canada 
and developing countries build lasting relation- 
ships based on goodwill and understanding. 


During 1983-84, through the several divisions in 
the Special Programs Branch, CIDA provided over 
$197 million — or about 10.9 per cent of Canada’s 
official development assistance — to projects and 
programs sponsored by non-profit organizations 
and institutions, and private sector firms. Of this, 
approximately $30 million was provided under the 
“country focus” concept which draws on the skills 
and resources of the non-governmental community 
to support a variety of projects financed by 
bilateral assistance funds. 


CIDA’s Special Programs have a unique capacity 
for assisting people in developing countries in their 
own efforts to provide for basic needs. Each year, 
these programs involve thousands of Canadians — 
as individuals, and through their organizations 
and institutions — in the important work of inter- 
national development. 


Special Programs consist of the following: 


Non-Governmental Organiza- 
tions Program (NGO) 


Over the years, a wide range of Canadian 
organizations have launched international coopera- 
tion activities in conjunction with similar groups 
in developing countries. These NGOs — religious 


groups, development agencies, service clubs, 
women’s organizations, youth associations — have 
established a reputation for effective, low-cost 
development projects which can respond quickly 
to “grass-roots” needs and promote self-reliance. 
CIDA’s NGO program gives priority to efforts 
that will develop human resources, create jobs and 
encourage the use of local resources. 


This past year Canadian NGOs have joined Third 
World partners in many various enterprises. They 
have assisted farmers to learn new agricultural 
techniques, sent medical supplies, provided water 
systems, taught literacy and inoculated children 
against disease. 


CIDA’s support takes the form of a “matching” 
contribution to funds which NGOs raise 

themselves, while contributions from provincial 
governments result in a further multiplier effect. 


During 1983-84, CIDA contributed $72.8 million 
through the NGO program to 142 Canadian 
NGOs for 2,957 projects involving overseas 
development. 


Institutional Cooperation and 
Development Services Program 


(ICDS) 


ICDS has as its aim to encourage Canadian 
initiatives which contribute to the human resource 
capacities of developing countries, especially their 
institutional and professional infrastructures. In 
the four years of its existence, this program has 
grown steadily, reflecting the increasing interest 
and experience in international cooperation on the 
part of its constituency — non-profit institutions, 
cooperant-sending agencies, professional groups, 
cooperatives and unions. ICDS supports col- 
laborative efforts by these Canadian organizations 
and their developing country counterparts in solv- 
ing development problems. 


For example, universities and colleges have been 
working to strengthen educational institutions 
through curriculum and staff development, usually 
concentrating on technical, vocational and scien- 
tific fields where specialized skills are most in de- 
mand. One notable partnership program currently 
underway involves linkages between several 
Chinese universities and Canadian counterpart 
institutions from coast to coast; strengthening of 
education in management techniques is an area of 
special concentration. 


Canadian cooperatives, unions and professional 
associations have also created ties with equivalent 
groups in developing countries to build these 
organizations through sharing skills and equip- 
ment. In addition, volunteer agencies — among 
them CUSO and CECI (Centre d’étude et de 
coopération internationale) — each year send close 
to a thousand knowledgeable Canadians on two- 
year assignments such as teaching and rural com- 
munity development, while exchange agencies 
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bring people together in cross-cultural experiences 
at the community level. 


During 1983-84, ICDS contributed $73.6 million to 
776 projects in developing countries, carried out 
by 127 organizations and institutions. 


Public Participation Program 
(PPP) 


The goal of this program is to support non- 
governmental activities that help Canadians 
become more informed about and sensitized to in- 
ternational cooperation and development. PPP 
seeks to promote understanding of Canada’s role 
in an increasingly interdependent world. This 
“development education” involves a broad spec- 
trum of organizations, including church and com- 
munity groups, learner centres, unions, profes- 
sional associations, universities and colleges. Ac- 
tivities include workshops and seminars, publica- 
tions on development issues, TV and radio pro- 
ductions, preparation of material for school pro- 
grams, and community events on international 
themes. 


Originally established in 1971, the PPP became a 
separate division of Special Programs Branch last 
year. In 1983-84, it contributed $6.8 million to 422 
projects initiated by 136 organizations in the non- 
governmental community. 


International Non-Governmental 
Organizations Program (INGO) 


Created in 1974, this program provides funds for 
development cooperation by INGOs — non- 
governmental organizations which are interna- 
tional in scope. INGOs are able to pool resources 
where it is more productive to work across several 
countries, or with an international focus. 


Through the INGO program, regional organiza- 
tions, institutions, and centres have been assisted 
in providing services and training programs 
adapted to local needs. INGOs have sponsored 
programs to improve the environment, foster a 
better understanding of population issues, extend 
health services to rural areas and promote women 
in development. INGO also promotes cooperation 
among developing countries themselves by enabl- 
ing people from one region to learn creative ap- 
proaches from others who have faced similar 
problems. 


Canadians are active participants in INGOs such 
as the YM-YWCA, Associated Country Women of 
the World, and the development consortium Euro- 
Action ACORD. In 1983-84, CIDA channeled 
$17.3 million in development assistance to 98 
organizations for 271 projects through the INGO 
program. 


Industrial Cooperation Program 


(INC) 


This program was established in 1978 to give new 
impetus to the Canadian private sector in pro- 
moting Third World industrial development. INC 
supports initiatives by the private business sector 
aimed at establishing joint ventures or other forms 
of collaboration in order to transfer technology to 
developing countries. Canadian firms receive fun- 
ding for starter and feasibility studies, and for 
project preparation. Support is also provided in 
establishing contacts and identifying opportunities, 
through visiting missions, seminars, and the 
publication of investment guides. 


During 1983-84, the Industrial Cooperation pro- 
gram continued its series of very successful 
technology transfer exhibitions held in developing 
countries. It also provided backing for business 
councils composed of representatives from Canada 
and developing countries. Among the activities 
supported by INC in 1983-84 under its annual 
budget of $23.3 million were over 600 new pro- 
jects with 416 firms. 


Management for Change 
Program 


Designed to help strengthen the management 
capabilities of developing countries in innovative 
ways, this program focuses on practical problem- 
solving rather than traditional forms of public ad- 
ministration training. It brings together senior ex- 
ecutives and decision-makers from Canada and 
developing countries to deal with specific manage- 
ment issues and, in the process, learn from each 
other’s experience. In 1983-84, the Management 
for Change program provided $2.1 million for 
some 50 projects including awards, short-term 
work attachments, workshops and seminars. 


Voluntary Agricultural Develop- 
ment Aid Program (VADA) 


This program constitutes a federal-provincial effort 
against hunger in the Third World. It supports 
Canadian organizations which ship basic goods 
such as milk powder, grain and insecticide to 
areas of need. Training in new farming and fishing 
techniques has also been provided through provin- 
cial institutions. VADA contributes as well to 
wide-ranging rural development programs, in- 
cluding an extensive one in Lesotho. 


During 1983-84, VADA contributed $1.5 million 
to 40 projects. 
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The 1983-84 Statistical Annex provides a 
breakdown of the disbursements for official 
development assistance (ODA) made by the 
Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA), the official government agency largely 
responsible for aiding development efforts in the 
world. The major assistance contributions of 
federal departments as well as provincial 
government contributions to non-governmental 
organizations are also identified.

In fiscal year 1983-84, Canada rescheduled 
$65,000 and $217,000 due by Senegal and 
Cuba respectively. These amounts are entered 
under loan disbursements and under loan 
amortizations (reschedulings), having for effect 
no increase in the official development 
assistance (ODA) to these countries. 

Each year Parliament votes an amount for the 
International Development Research Centre 
(IDRC) which administers its own funds. The 
amount shown is the actual disbursement 
including administration. 

In addition to the contributions made by 
CIDA, the Department of External Affairs 
makes contributions to the regular budgets of 
certain international organizations. For some of 
these organizations only a percentage of each 
contribution is considered related to develop- 
ment (and therefore assistance). The percentage 
(or coefficient) for each organization is calcu- 
lated by the Development Assistance 
Committee (DAC) of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD). These coefficients were revised in 
1982 and therefore 1982-83 and 1983-84 data 
reflect these changes. 

The Petro-Canada International Assistance Cor- 
poration (PCIAC) was established in 1981. Its 
principal objective is to reduce the burden of 
dependence of oil-importing developing 
nations on foreign fuels by helping them to 
identify and exploit domestic sources of hydro- 
carbons. The first projects were disbursed in 
1982. As is the case with IDRC, amounts 
voted by Parliament are not necessarily dis- 
bursed in the same fiscal year. 

In addition to these contributions to NGOs, 
some provincial and municipal governments 
also contribute directly to developing coun- 
tries, but these figures are not readily available 
and are not included here. 

When Canada joined the Inter-American 
Development Bank on May 3, 1972, it agreed 
to return to the Bank the repayments (includ- 
ing interest) of the loans made to Latin 
America under the Canadian Trust Fund. 
These repayments are made directly from Latin 
American countries to the Bank and are not 
disbursed from the CIDA loan vote. However, 
they are a Canadian contribution to the Bank's 
Special Fund and are added to Canadian official 
development assistance. See also Table D-2. 


In 1982, DAC members, including Canada, 
agreed that ODA figures should include the 
administrative costs of extending assistance. 
This inclusion of administrative cost data was 
made to improve the comparability of total 
ODA figures among donor countries, since, 
previously, some countries were including 
some administrative costs while others were 
not. The administrative costs include the 
expenses incurred by CIDA, IDRC, PCIAC as 
well as External Affairs representatives work- 
ing on official development assistance. 

In 1981 CIDA decided to reinforce the geo- 
graphic orientation of the organization in order 
to strengthen the Agency’ focus on the 
requirements of recipient countries. In other 
words, country-to-country mechanisms would 
be used in a coherent, coordinated fashion to 
attain the Agency’s overall objectives in specific 
countries. This is also known as the “country 
focus’ approach. During 1981-82, 1982-83 and 
1983-84, $3.5, $14.9 and $31.9 million 
respectively have been transferred from the 
Government-to-Government budget (bilateral) 
to Special Programs Branch, which provides 
assistance to Canadian non-governmental orga- 
nizations, educational institutions, professional 
associations, unions, churches, businesses, 
cooperatives and international non-govern- 
mental organizations active in development.

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Part 2 
Definitions 


Aid or Official Development Assistance 


The word “aid” or “assistance” refers only to flows 
which qualify as official development assistance 
(ODA), i.e. grants or loans undertaken by the 
official sector (see definition) with the promotion 
of economic development and welfare as main 
objectives. Loans are provided at concessional 
financial terms and must have at least a 25 per 
cent grant element (see definition). 


BILATERAL ASSISTANCE: When Canada main- 
tains control over its contribution to such an 
extent that the decisions regarding disposal of the 
funds are taken at the discretion of Canada. 


MULTILATERAL ASSISTANCE: Contributions 
are recorded as multilateral if the recipient 
organization is active in development and if: 


a) amounts received are pooled so that they lose 
their identity and become an integral part of 
the organization’s financial assets. 


b) members of organizations are government 
representatives acting in an official capacity 
and not as individuals. 


Capital Subscriptions (Investments) 


Capital subscriptions are also known in Canada as 
“investments’. These subscriptions are assigned to 
each country when it becomes a member of an 
international institution. Shares are issued to 
members according to the amounts of their 
capital subscriptions. According to the articles of 
agreement, these shares are to be repurchased by 
the institution when a country ceases to be a 
member. 


Contributions to Special Funds (Advances) 


Contributions to the special funds of financial 
institutions are known in Canada as “advances”. 
These advances are similar to capital subscrip- 
tions, but no shares are issued to member 
countries. Contributions to special funds are 
returned only when a country ceases to be a 
member. 


Developing Countries (LDCs) 


The Development Assistance Committee of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development uses the following list: all countries 
and territories in Africa (except South Africa); in 
America (except the U.S. and Canada); in Asia 
(except Japan); and in Oceania (except Australia 
and New Zealand). In Europe the list comprises 
Cyprus, Gibraltar, Greece, Malta, Portugal, 
Spain, Turkey and Yugoslavia. 


Canada is helping over 80 countries, but 
assistance is concentrated in about 55 countries. 


Grant Element 


The grant element is an index measure of a loan’s 
degree of concessionality, or “softness’, calculated 
on the basis of interest rate, grace period (interval 
to first repayment) and maturity (interval to final 


repayment). Specifically, the grant element is the 
difference between the face value of the loan and 
the discounted (at 10 per cent) present value of 
the service payments to be made by the borrower 
during the lifetime of the loan, expressed as a 
percentage of the face value. Thus, the grant 
element would be nil for a loan carrying an 
interest rate of 10 per cent; it would be 100 per 
cent for a grant; and it lies between these two 
limits for soft loans. (See Loans) 


Gross National Product (GNP) 


GNP is the measure of total domestic and foreign 
output claimed by residents of a country.* The 
aid volume (net disbursements) of donor countries 
is expressed as a percentage of their GNP. In 
1983-84 Canadian assistance represented .45 per 
cent of its GNP. 


Least Developed Countries (LLDCs) 


An initial list of 25 LLDCs was defined by the 
United Nations in 1971 according to the 
following criteria: 


i) per capita gross domestic product (GDP) 
below U.S. $100 per annum, 
ii) manufacturing under 10 per cent of GDP, 
iii) literate population (15 years and over) below 
20 per cent of total. 


Eleven countries have since been added to this list 
by the Committee on Development Planning of 
the UN General Assembly for a total of 36 
LLDCs (see Table K). 


Loans 


All Canadian loans on concessional terms to 
developing countries are channeled through CIDA 
and are mainly of two standard types at the 
present: 


Official Sector 


CIDA is the official agency that has the task of 
aiding development efforts in the world, but 
other federal departments and provincial govern- 
ments also contribute to Canadian assistance. In 
our data we identify the major contributions of 
federal departments as well as provincial govern- 
ment contributions to non-governmental organi- 
zations. However, other smaller contributions 
from federal departments or from provincial or 
municipal governments are not included. Flows 
from the Export Development Corporation are not 
reported as ODA but as Other Official Flows 
(OOF).

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Minister’s Message 


In the past year, Canada provided $2.1 billion in 
official development assistance to the Third World. 
This is our largest aid expenditure ever. It repre- 
sents an increase of about 14 per cent over the 
previous year ( $1.8 billion in 1983-84), and 
amounts to 0.49 per cent of our gross national 
product (GNP) for 1984-85. Canada has taken one 
giant step closer to meeting our interim goal of 
providing 0.5 per cent of GNP in official develop- 
ment assistance, which will be achieved in 1985, at 
the mid-point of the decade. 


In September 1984, Canadians chose a new govern- 
ment with a clear mandate to carry out change — 
to continue to consult and dialogue with the public, 
and to give priority to such matters as reducing the 
deficit, encouraging foreign investment, improving 
the status of women, and strengthening the role of 
private enterprise as the engine of economic 
renewal. 


But Canadians have also made it clear — especially 
by their unprecedented response through the win- 
ter of 1984-85 to Africa’s tragic crisis — that they 
can see beyond our borders. Whatever our prob- 
lems, the people of Canada are concerned about all 
victims of global poverty, and want to do everything 
possible to help in their struggle to survive and 
move forward. 


Thus, in setting a course for Canada’s international 
development effort in the second half of the 1980s, 
the government faces a difficult challenge — a dual 
commitment to respect the principle of human 
solidarity as well as fiscal responsibility. 


How can this best be done? Hard choices lie ahead 
— partly in response to circumstances tha¢ will 
change and problems that will emerge in the 
coming years. Since September, however, a number 
of events and decisions have revealed at least the 
general direction of the new government’s initia- 
tives. 


First, a major effort is under way to encourage 
Canadians to take an active part in shaping their 
country’s foreign relations, including our develop- 
ment assistance program. As a starting point, a 
Green Paper was tabled in Parliament in May to 
raise some of the main questions we must consider. 
Parliamentary hearings are to follow, held across the 
country so that all interested Canadians, wherever 
they may live, will be able to make their views part 
of the process. This represents the first major 
review of Canadian foreign policy in 15 years. 


The goal is not only to give Canada an updated 
foreign policy to face the challenges of our times, 
but to foster new partnerships as well. Canada and 
the developing countries alike face difficult condi- 
tions in the wake of the recent recession. Problems 
abound, and there is little prospect of any large 
increase in global funding for international develop- 
ment in the foreseeable future, from traditional 


donors or anywhere else. Therefore, we must find 
ways of doing more with less, of managing better, of 
getting more impact from the available dollars. 


Innovation, imagination and flexibility are needed if 
we are to find successful approaches. In Canada’s 
case one answer lies in creating broader and deeper 
partnerships with many groups within the Canadian 
public. Our contribution to world development is 
too complex and too important to be left only to 
government — we must draw to the fullest extent 
on, for example, the reserves of energy and commit- 
ment to be found in our voluntary sector, on the 
reservoir of expertise and capacity that lies in our 
private sector, and on the special skills offered by 
our provincial agencies and our universities. And we 
must create new linkages that will enable the 
various elements of Canadian society — voluntary 
agencies, social institutions, business and industry 
as well as government itself — to build on each 
other’s strengths in working together for world, 
development. 


Another answer lies in new forms of development. 
We must make the best use of traditional channels, 
but must always ask as well, “Is there a better way?” 
Like pioneers, we must be open to new possibilities 
if we are going to solve stubborn problems. In fact, 
we need to try every promising idea, experimenting 
with a whole range of approaches and using 
whatever works. 


Some of these new opportunities are already known: 


® Microenterprise development (assistance to 
very small business in the Third World) can allow 


our help to reach some of the poorest people, 
particularly the landless. 

® Credit, especially for the poor and for women, is 
a key to development and self-reliance. 

® Non-governmental organization networks in 
the Third World offer an effective channel we 
must learn to use better. 

@ Communication can now reach the masses in a 
Third World that has an increasingly literate 
population, and a billion transistor radios. 

@® Women are finally being recognized as the most 
neglected development resource. 

@ Remote sensing (satellite scanning ) offers a 
new way to track food production, check envi- 
ronmental conditions, and locate potential water 
supplies, so we can perhaps prevent future 
disasters in the Third World. 


Many other concepts will be needed as well; 
devising them will remain a challenge to the end of 
our century and beyond. 


Africa’s crisis dominated the past year, as we stared 
in shock on scenes of desolation. Shortly after 
becoming Minister, I was told by a Canadian aid 
official that, without special measures, a million 
people would starve to death this year in Ethiopia. It 
was a chilling moment. The scale of the extraordi- 
nary tragedy unfolding in Africa caused the 
government to act quickly to augment CIDA’s 
activities. My colleague the Right Honourable Joe 
Clark, the Secretary of State for External Affairs, and 
I appointed an Emergency Coordinator/African 
Famine, designating David MacDonald for the task 
and creating a Special Fund for Africa to match the 
contributions made by Canadians. The response was 
spectacular and unprecedented. Looking back, I 
think we — not just the government, but the 
Canadian people — have made a good beginning. 
Now we must respond to the long-term challenge of 
helping Africa become self-reliant. 


During 1984-85, I visited several developing coun- 
tries, saw dozens of development projects, and 
talked with hundreds of Third World people. I 
learned a lot: 


@ I am now confident that there are solutions, even 
to the worst problems, because I have seen the 
islands of better health and nutrition that sur- 
round successful projects. I saw no miracles, but I 
saw progress gained through effort. 

@ | realize that there is no substitute for the efforts 
of the developing countries themselves — we 
can’t do it for them; they have to make the 
essential decisions (as they have done in much of 
Asia) and the best we can do is encourage them 
to move in the most promising direction. 

@ I can see that where there has been success, it is 
usually because the private sector has been 
allowed to play its proper role, and I believe we 
must look at ways for the private sector — theirs 
and ours — to make a bigger contribution to 
development progress. 

@ | know that special priority must be given to 
Africa, and to food production, in the years ahead. 


Looking back on the year under review, I am 
convinced that Canada has been making a valuable 
contribution to world development, and that Cana- 
dians can feel some pride in the record so far. 
Looking ahead, at the rest of the decade and the 
century, I feel certain that — despite the very real 
problems — Canada can make an even stronger 
contribution, with the support and the active 
partnership of millions of Canadians, to building a 
better world.

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Countries Receiving Canadian 
Government-to-Government 
Assistance in 1984-85 


As approved by Parliament the Official Develop- 
ment Assistance (ODA) Program is one of the main 
instruments with which Canada advances the goal 
of international social justice. The assistance pro- 
gram seeks to support the efforts of developing 
countries in fostering economic and social pro- 
grams, placing emphasis on poorer developing 
countries and the needy within developing coun- 
tries. These objectives are pursued through official 
bilateral (government-to-government ) channels, 
multilateral development institutions and support of 
the development activities of non-governmental 
organizations and the private sector. 


Development has been defined as a process by 
which societies change so that they are able to meet 
the basic needs of their populations, in a way that is 
sustainable in the long term and is based largely on 
indigenous resources and values. 
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Presidents Message 


Last year, Canada’s investment in development 
cooperation again amounted to roughly two cents 
out of each dollar of federal spending, putting us in 
the middle of the group of industrialized and OPEC 
donor countries. Taxpayers naturally wonder, where 
did the money go, and what did it accomplish? Did 
it really do any good? 


While problems command attention, success is 
often quieter. When a tragic cyclone struck 
Bangladesh, tens of thousands of people were not 
killed — because a dam, financed and built partly 
by Canadians through CIDA, held against an 18- 
metre tidal wave. Despite severe drought, a great 
many people did not starve in the Sahel region of 
Africa, because roads built by Canadians allowed 
food and seeds to be delivered — as they could not 
be during the last drought. Children did not die in 
Colombia, because of the first annual national 
immunization campaign. River-blindness declined, 


rather than spread, in several West African countries. 


Agricultural production rose, rather than fell, in 
parts of Pakistan where waterlogged soils are being 
drained. Canadians helped make these things hap- 
pen — but telling the quiet story of development 
success continues to be a major challenge. 


Last year, we were helping to pay for a great deal of 
constructive work around the world: 


@ more than a thousand government-to-government 
projects, ranging from big dams to village wells; 

® more than 3,000 grass-roots projects sponsored 
by voluntary agencies and social institutions, 
such as Canada’s churches and universities; 

® our share of the cost for global efforts, such as 
the programs of the United Nations and the 
World Bank. 


In all of this, we have multiple goals — to ease 
human suffering, to build international cooperation, 
and to advance Canada’s own interests in the world. 
But our main purpose is simply to help the people 
of the developing countries improve their lives and 
move toward self-reliance. 


The most dramatic episode of the year in the Third 
World was the food crisis that shattered countless 
lives in many African countries. Appalling images of 
deprivation haunted our TV screens through a long 
winter — and when Canadians saw what was 
happening, they not only cared, they acted. By the 
end of March 1985, the public had made half a 
million donations totalling more than $47 million, 
plus gifts of food, blankets, tents and other essen- 
tials. Africa’s disaster raised Canadian awareness and 
concern about world development to perhaps their 
highest level ever. The big question now is: how can 
this intense interest be translated into sustained 
involvement in long-term development work? 


Spaceship Earth is racing toward the year 2000. 
What shape will we be in? There is good evidence, 


especially in Asia, that investment in development 
works. Field experience has also taught us not only 
that international development cooperation can 
succeed, but many lessons about how it works best, 
and how things are linked — educate girls, for 
example, and both infant mortality and birth rates 
will fall after a decade or so. But resources are 
scarce, and time is not on our side. 


Our annual aid allocations are not only investments 
in our own future, but a way of building a better 
world on the installment plan.

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Introduction 


The food crisis in Africa clearly stands out as one of 
the most significant events of 1984-85. The disturb- 
ing scenes of the famine and refugee camps, all too 
graphically portraying the cruel fate of millions of 
human beings, captured the sympathy and the 
support of people throughout the world. 


Since the first of these troubling images appeared, 
studies and reports from relief organizations and 
voluntary groups have confirmed what many feared 
at the time: what appeared to be an isolated 
Ethiopian tragedy really extended to the entire 
African continent. With the exception of a few 
countries, Africa has suffered over the last 10 years 
from the worst drought of the century. From the 
Sahel to the once fertile lands of southern Africa, 
the continent has lived the same nightmare: millions 
of all ages struggling to survive in a hostile 
environment. More than one-third of the African 
nations are affected by food shortages; some 120 
million people are suffering from malnutrition and 
hunger; and 30 million are in immediate danger of 
dying. The magnitude of the crisis has stunned the 
world. 


Africa’s agricultural sector can no longer feed its 
population. Last year’s critical situation threatens to 
grow even worse in 1985 if the rains do not come. 
While the drought has eased in certain areas, it has 
intensified in others. Moreover, harvest forecasts are 
dismal, partly because food production has steadily 
declined over the past 15 years, and partly because, 
even if the famine-afflicted regions receive the much 
needed rain, everything else — grain, livestock, 
fertilizer and even laborers — is lacking. A return to 
normalcy in the devastated areas cannot therefore 
be expected this year. 


The drought extends over a wide strip from 
Ethiopia to Senegal and Mauritania. Mozambique, 
Zambia and Angola in southern Africa are also 
severely affected. According to the Food and Agri- 
culture Organization (FAO) of the United Nations, 
21 African countries will once again face the tragic 
consequences of famine in 1985. If the food 
shortage is widespread, the Sahel nations will 
unquestionably be the most vulnerable and the 
most impoverished. The FAO estimates that more 
than seven million tonnes of food aid will be 
required — double last year’s amount. The antici- 
pated production deficits and the human suffering 
caused by several consecutive years of food short- 
ages seem to have aggravated the crisis this year. 


The food crisis, however, is not related solely to the 
drought; it is also the result of a number of factors 
which, together, work to Africa’s disadvantage. The 
famine, in effect, represents the most visible aspect 
of the economic and environmental crises affecting 
African governments and their people: population 
explosion, decline in productivity, environmental 
deterioration, reduced export revenues, balance-of- 
payments deficits, unfavorable exchange rates and 
chronic debt. Each of these negative factors has 


served, one upon the other, to intensify the crisis. 
Entire populations are fleeing disaster-stricken areas, 
the social fabric is disintegrating, and hundreds of 
thousands of refugees are crowding into camps, 
with their only hope often being emergency aid. 
Such poverty can only undermine human dignity. 


Africa is starving and certainly needs emergency 
food aid for its people; but it also needs the means 
and support to rehabilitate its devastated agri- 
cultural sector. The challenge is thus twofold: to 
meet Africa’s massive food needs and to increase the 
number of development projects that will permit it 
to attain self-sufficiency and a secure food supply as 
soon as possible. Such projects must aim at increas- 
ing food production, developing village water 
supplies, strengthening research institutions and 
agricultural education, and using fertilizer and 
irrigation methods. In short, agriculture must be- 
come the first priority through an ongoing 
assistance effort. 


Canada’s official development assistance (ODA) 
program has made important contributions in this 
regard, representing the Canadian tradition of gen- 
erosity and support for long-term development 
projects. In 1984-85 Canada allocated $2.1 billion 
to international cooperation, 0.49 per cent of the 
gross national product, ranking Canada among the 
principal donors of the Development Assistance 
Committee of the Organization for Economic Coop- 
eration and Development. 


The Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA) is responsible for implementing the large 
part of the Canadian development cooperation 
program, managing about 75 per cent of the total 
ODA budget. The Agency’s goal is to support the 
efforts of the peoples and countries of the Third 
World to achieve self-sustaining social and eco- 
nomic development. CIDA focuses its efforts on the 
poorest countries and pays special attention to 
three crucial aspects of development, where the 
needs are immense: agriculture (including fisheries 
and forestry ), energy, and human resource develop- 
ment. Assistance is provided through four main 
channels: 


® Bilateral (government-to-government ) Programs, 
which use about 40 per cent of CIDA’s budget to 
finance more than 1,000 projects in over 90 
developing countries. Aid is used for, among 
other things, infrastructure projects, rural and 
agricultural development, food aid, lines of credit 
and technical assistance. In 1984-85, about one- 
quarter of bilateral assistance consisted of food 
aid to countries afflicted by drought, famine and 
food deficits. 

@ Multilateral Programs, which support the devel- 
opment efforts of some 85 international 
organizations, including United Nations agencies, 
development banks, humanitarian institutions and 
other international groups seeking solutions to 
the problems of world development. 

@ Special Programs, which support and encourage 
the initiatives of Canadian institutions and volun- 
tary groups playing an active role in international 
development. 
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®@ The Business Cooperation Program, which sup- 
ports the initiatives of Canadian businesses 
interested in participating in development efforts. 
This program has been warmly received by the 
Canadian business community. 


CIDA draws upon all sectors of the Canadian 
economy in implementing the aid program, bring- 
ing together numerous individual resources to 
provide a better contribution to international 
development. 


The remaining 25 per cent of Canada’s ODA is 
administered by other government departments and 
agencies. The Department of Finance, for example, 
provides Canada’s contribution to the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development (IBRD) 
and its concessional funding arm, the International 
Development Association. Canada contributed 
$207.7 million to these institutions in 1984-85. 


The International Development Research Centre 
(IDRC) supports the efforts of developing countries 
to build up their own research capabilities, par- 
ticularly in the areas of agriculture, farming, forestry, 
fisheries, energy, health and education. IDRC 
provided $84.6 million towards these efforts in 
1984-85.

The Department of External Affairs contributes to 
the regular budgets and voluntary funds of several 
multilateral organizations, such as the World Health 
Organization and the Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation. Canada Post and National Health and Welfare 
also provide support to international agencies active 
in development. Together, these sources provided 
$50.5 million in 1984-85. 


The Petro-Canada International Assistance Corpora- 
tion (PCIAC) was established in 1981 to assist 
developing countries in reducing their dependence 
on imported oil by using Canadian technology and 
expertise for oil and gas exploration. In 1984-85, 
PCIAC disbursed $53.2 million on development 
projects. 


Provincial governments are also involved in interna- 
tional development, contributing $9.7 million in 
1984-85 to assist the work of non-governmental 
organizations (NGOs). 


The enormity of the African crisis has tended to 
overshadow the accomplishments of Third World 
countries and the enormous progress achieved by 
their people. Nevertheless, developing countries 
have made very significant progress during the last 
20 years: per Capita income has doubled in many 
countries; between 1973 and 1983, despite oil

price increases and the recession, the average 
annual economic growth rate of all developing 
countries surpassed that of the industrialized coun- 
tries; and according to the International Monetary 
Fund, 62 developing countries showed a trade 
surplus in 1984. 


The most significant change has been the improve- 
ment of living standards in the Third World: over 
the past 20 years infant mortality has been reduced 
by half while life expectancy has risen by more than 
10 years; the enrollment level in primary schools 
and the adult literacy rate have doubled, while 
female enrollment has tripled. Never before in 
history have there been so many people who can 
read and write. Education has proven to be the key 
for bringing about change, the cornerstone of 
development. 


Agriculture, the key sector of developing econo- 
mies, has also developed at an impressive rate. For 
over a decade, international concern focused pri- 
marily on Asia, with its tremendous population 
explosion and capricious monsoons. Today, Asian 
countries have made significant achievements. Dur- 
ing the last 10 years, India and China, the two most 
populous countries in the world, have increased 
their average grain production at a rate greater than 
that of the United States. India, Pakistan and 
Bangladesh, which were once the object of as much 
international concern as Africa is receiving today, 
have all made strides towards self-sufficiency. 


The success stories are numerous, the progress is 
real, the victories are important. Most of the credit 
for these achievements belongs to the developing 
countries themselves, but the international com- 
munity has played a crucial role, for without its 
assistance, progress certainly would have been 
much slower. All over the world — in Latin America, 
in the Caribbean, in Asia — development projects 
are improving the lives of hundreds of millions. The 
success of development assistance to date, despite 
its shortcomings and limitations, clearly indicates 
the value and importance of its contribution. And 
even if, in some cases, there is still a long road 
ahead, past success shows that it is realistic to 
continue to hope. Development assistance has been 
shown to be both an effective and profitable 
investment: effective in that it frees the potential 
and the resources of Third World populations, while 
closely linking numerous Canadian sectors to this 
effort; and profitable in that it encourages commer- 
cial exchanges and creates bonds for a future in 
which we all can share. 


What follows is an overview of CIDA programs and 
projects at work in Third World countries on behalf 
of the Canadian people. 
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Africa 


By almost any indicator, Africa has many of the 
world’s poorest and most vulnerable people. It 
contains 26 of the world’s 36 least developed 
countries and its people have the highest death 
rates in the world, the lowest life expectancies, and 
they are continually exposed to disease, poor 
sanitation and malnutrition. The drought that has 
rocked this continent for the past four years and 
captured the sympathy and support of the world is 
but the most tragic and extreme manifestation of a 
widespread economic, social and ecological crisis 
throughout Africa. 


The causes are many and varied. In part, Africans are 
victims of history. In the few decades since the 
heady days of independence, Africans have had to 
put immense amounts of energy, attention and 
resources into the very basic process of nation- 
building, with boundaries — established 100 years 
previous in Europe —that take no account of 
geography, language, tribe or culture. And they face 
the long-term problems of nation-building while 
they try to fend off the daily threats of drought and 
insufficient food for their people. In so doing, they 
are handicapped by acute shortages of trained and 
experienced people, vulnerable economies domi- 
nated by a narrow range of exports that earn low 
prices, declining per capita food production, high 
rates of population growth, unfavorable terms of 
trade, heavy balance-of-payments deficits and debt 
service problems. 


Despite the difficulties, they have made progress. 
More Africans are in school today than in 1960; the 
child death rate, although high, is dropping; life 
expectancies have increased; the number of medical 
and nursing personnel has doubled; new ports, 
cities, and industries have been built; and many 
African governments are giving a higher priority to 
agricultural development and laying the ground- 
work to solve food production problems. 


Canada has been a major contributor to this 
progress and it is playing a supportive role in 
Africa’s efforts to meet the current crisis and to 
provide its people with a better life. CIDA is 
providing development programs and projects that 


balance short-term support for economic and physi- 


cal survival with measures to support long-term 
economic growth. 


Emergency Coordinator/ 
African Famine 


In response to the human tragedy unfolding in 
Africa as a result of the continent’s worst drought in 
a century, the government appointed David 
MacDonald as Canadian Emergency Coordina- 
tor/African Famine and created a Special Fund for 
Africa to match the contributions made by Canadi- 
ans. Mr. MacDonald is to assess the food crisis in 
Africa, particularly in Ethiopia, propose concrete 
steps for the government to take in providing 
assistance, work with NGOs in mobilizing and 
channeling Canadian support to feed the hungry, 
and liaise with provincial governments and encour- 
age their support and assistance. 
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Anglophone Africa 


CIDA’s Anglophone Africa program — $198.6 mil- 
lion in 1984-85, including $61 million in food aid 
to ease emergency food shortages — covers 28 
countries, ranging from the largest on the continent 
(Sudan) to the most populous (Nigeria), to a 
number of micro states of less than one million 
(Djibouti, Swaziland ). Assistance is focused on six 
core countries: Egypt, Ghana, Kenya, Tanzania, 
Zambia and Zimbabwe, and one regional grouping, 
the Southern African Development Coordination 
Conference. Individual projects (over 180 in 
1984-85 ) range in size from a few thousand dollars 
to tens of millions of dollars, and usually include 
one or more of the following components: provision 
of expert services and training, manufactured goods 
including agricultural and industrial equipment, 
lines of credit for the purchase of Canadian goods 
and commodities such as fertilizers. 


The largest part of CIDA’s funds in the Anglophone 
Africa program is devoted to agriculture (research, 
production, marketing) and related activities that 
contribute to food security (projects in areas of 
infrastructure support such as storage facilities, 
irrigation systems and transportation networks, as 
well as projects to preserve or improve ecological 
systems, such as reforestation ). Priority is also given 
to the sectors of energy, to help offset crippling oil 
imports; human resource development, to remove 
the weaknesses in the human resource base which, 
in Africa more than anywhere else in the world, 
limits the achievement of development objectives; 
and transportation, to improve the current systems 
which are adversely affecting economic develop- 
ment by hindering the movement of exports and 
imports. In each of these sectors, emphasis is being

placed on programs and projects that enable the 
countries of Anglophone Africa to better utilize 
existing capacity and rehabilitate and maintain 
existing infrastructure. 


CIDA’s program in Egypt is concentrated on the 
sectors of agriculture, energy and human resource 
development, the objectives being to improve self- 
reliance in food production, increase the availability 
of energy, and ease the human resource constraints 
that are hindering economic development. A net 
exporter of food until the 1960s, Egypt now faces 
food import bills of U.S. $4 billion per year, with 
nearly half of the food required by its 45 million 
people brought in from the outside. New projects 
approved by CIDA during the year include $5 mil- 
lion for equipment and services for small and 
medium-size agricultural projects to overcome bot- 
tlenecks in increasing food production and a five- 
year, $12 million training program to ease Egypt's 
shortage of trained electric power transmission staff. 


Ghana’s mainly agrarian economy (based on a single 
cash crop, cocoa) has experienced negative growth 
over the past 10 years, with factories operating at 
15-20 per cent capacity and inflation averaging 
close to 100 per cent. The government has initiated 
a major program to revitalize the economy and has 
received widespread international support for its 
efforts. CIDA, for its part, is providing assistance in 
the key areas of agriculture, water, rural develop- 
ment, human resources and energy — priorities 
closely matching Ghana’s requirements. The pro- 
gram, Canada’s oldest in Africa, amounted to $17 
million in 1984-85, including $4.9 million in food 
aid. New projects include $8 million in balance-of- 
payments support for essential imports such as 
fertilizer and tires to assist the government in 
implementing its economic rehabilitation program.

One of the most mineral rich countries in Africa, 
Zambia is suffering severe economic difficulties 
because of its reliance on just one major export: 
copper, which has had a sharp and prolonged 
decline in price. CIDA’s program ( $22 million in 
1984-85, including $7.9 million in food aid), 
focusing on transportation, agriculture and human 
resource development, is assisting Zambia to use 
more effectively its agriculture and human re- 
sources and to mount a program of economic 
diversification. Projects approved in 1984-85 in- 
clude a $15 million line of credit to purchase 
Canadian commodities such as agricultural equip- 
ment and $500,000 to help develop the fisheries 
sector in the region of Kafue. 


The youngest nation in Africa, Zimbabwe has a 
relatively strong and diversified economy based on 
an industrial sector second only to South Africa and 
an agricultural sector that usually produces enough 
to satisfy domestic needs with a surplus for export. 
CIDA is working with Zimbabwe to develop the 
country’s enormous potential and provide its people 
with a better life. The program ( $14.2 million in 
1984-85, including $5.7 million in food aid) is 
concentrated on agriculture and rural development, 
human resources and infrastructural requirements 
(telecommunication equipment, commercial farm 
machinery, etc. ). There is a strong country focus 
approach, through which several major projects are 
being executed by NGOs. New projects during the 
year include a $15 million line of credit to provide 
balance-of-payments support for the purchase of 
Canadian equipment, chiefly in the telecommunica- 
tion and agricultural sectors. 


The Southern African Development Coordination 
Conference (SADCC) is a regional organization of 
nine states — Angola, Botswana, Lesotho, Malawi, 
Mozambique, Swaziland, Tanzania, Zambia and Zim- 
babwe — committed to reducing economic 
dependence on South Africa and accelerating eco- 
nomic development through increased regional 
integration and collective self-reliance. SADCC is 
the first regional organization to receive the same 
core status in CIDA’s bilateral program as individual 
countries, reflecting CIDA’s belief that the con- 
ference is the key to the region’s future and that the 
countries must join together if they are to resolve 
their problems. CIDA’s program ( $9.8 million in 
1984-85 ), concentrating on food and agriculture, 
energy, transportation and communications, and 
human resource development, is encouraging and 
supporting SADCC’s efforts to lessen external de- 
pendencies and establish a basis for self-reliant 
economic development throughout the region. Pro- 
jects approved in 1984-85 include $1.7 million to 
improve agricultural research systems in the region, 
$2.7 million for technical assistance to promote 
self-sustaining forestry development, and $6 million 
in technical services in the transportation and 
communication sectors. 
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Francophone Africa 


Francophone Africa comprises 27 countries situated 
mainly in North, West and Central Africa. Of these, 
20 are designated low-income,* seven are in the 
Sahel** region, six are landlocked and three are 
small infertile islands. The majority of these coun- 
tries are relatively young and economically 
dependent on foreign markets, especially in Europe, 
for their supplies and for the marketing of their 
products. 


With the exception of Cameroon and Gabon, the 
economic and financial situation of Francophone 
Africa continued to deteriorate in 1984. The major- 
ity of the nations continue to encounter problems 
in their struggle against domestic inflation, and 
annual payments to service debt are soaring. Unless 
important steps are taken, the debt situation of the 
black African nations could take on disastrous 
proportions. 


Industrial production is still suffering from the 
downturn in the international economy over the 
past few years. Unfavorable rates of exchange, the 
rise in interest rates and the decrease of capital 
investment in Africa have almost paralyzed the 
industrial sector, which has always been unprofita- 
ble and extremely vulnerable. While the economic 
and industrial indicators of the last few years show a 
decline in per capita production, it is the agri- 
cultural indicators that most clearly show the 
seriousness of the continuing malaise. The disas- 
trous consequences of the severe drought in the 
Sahel region have served to even further underline 
this drop in production.

In almost all of these countries, where most of the 
population is concentrated in rural areas and relies 
almost exclusively on subsistence agriculture, food 
production has not kept pace with the rate of 
population growth. Agricultural production is down 
not only per capita, but also per hectare. The Sahel’s 
cereal deficit is estimated at 1.75 million tonnes, 
and if the present trend continues, food production 
in 1988, even under the most favorable climatic 
conditions, will barely meet the production level of 
1984, the worst drought year these countries have 
ever experienced. The deterioration of the soil is a 
serious obstacle to the achievement of food security 
in Africa. 


For most of Francophone Africa, foreign financial 
and technical assistance continues to play an 
essential role in their development efforts. But at a 
time when Africa is experiencing its worst crisis, 
the total net flow of external resources allocated to 
its development has decreased. Even though Can- 
ada’s development assistance to Francophone Africa 
rose by 29.8 per cent in 1984-85, total aid to Africa 
from the industrialized countries has decreased. In 
addition, because of the difficulties of the past few 
years many African countries have had to use a large 
part of their own development financing for essen- 
tial imports, resulting in a reduction in their own 
investments in development projects.

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In 1984-85, Canada provided assistance in one form 
or another to all of the countries in Francophone 
Africa, with the Sahel being the focus of a particular 
program of assistance. This cooperation involves 
programs and projects in technical, social and 
economic areas. More than three-quarters of bilat- 
eral assistance is concentrated in nine countries 
where CIDA has implemented a multi-year coopera- 
tion program.* Agriculture, energy, transportation 
and human resource development are the priority 
sectors in Francophone Africa. 


The agricultural sector encompasses agriculture, 
water supply, forestry and fishery projects, with 
CIDA’s efforts focused on achieving security of food 
supply. While meeting immediate needs caused by 
the deterioration of the food balance, Canada 
continues to give priority to finding long-term 
solutions to increase productivity in African econo- 
mies, and to reduce their dependence on foreign 
aid. Accordingly, CIDA programs contribute to 
developing food strategies, promoting agro-industry 
activities and supporting research and agricultural 
extension programs. 


The thrust of energy sector projects has been 
primarily on rural electrification, particularly in 
West Africa, the development of new and renewable 
sources of energy, and reforestation and forest 
conservation programs.

Human resource development plays an important 
role in most CIDA projects. Efforts include the 
support of training projects and scholarships for 
university, professional and technical education. 


CIDA is also placing more emphasis on the integra- 
tion of women in development through such means 
as the use of mission-administered funds for pro- 
jects designed especially for women, integrating 
health programs for women into rural water pro- 
jects, and hiring more female Canadian consultants. 


During the 1984-85 fiscal year, bilateral assistance 
disbursements to Francophone Africa reached 
$195.8 million: $153 million in grants and contribu- 
tions, and $42.8 million in loans, an overall increase 
of $58.3 million over 1983-84. Approximately 17.5 
per cent of contributions ($34.3 million) consisted 
of food aid. 


Some 300 projects were completed or being imple- 
mented during the year, with another 60 projects in 
the planning stages. Among new projects approved 
are several that will provide for major grants to be 
staggered over several years. Burkina Faso, for 
example, received a $14.4 million grant for the 
supervision of the construction work for the Kom- 
pienga hydroelectric complex, designed to serve 
the country’s rural areas. 


In Cameroon, $16.7 million was approved for the 
second phase of a forestry project to support the 
initiatives of the National Forestry Development 
Centre to improve forest resource management. 


The energy sector continues to account for nearly 
40 per cent of CIDA’s bilateral assistance to the 
Ivory Coast. In addition to contributing $244,000 
to the UN Development Program and World Bank’s

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energy inventory program in the Ivory Coast, CIDA 
also disbursed significant grants for various rural 
electrification and hand-pump projects. 


Also announced during the year was a $21.6 million 
grant to modernize Guinea's civil aviation service 
and to expand its air transportation network. In 
addition, a $4.8 million contribution will enable 
Guinea’s National Power Company to increase its 
energy generation capacity and stimulate various 
sectors of the economy. 


In Mali, a $24.1 million grant, to be spread over five 
years, was approved for the second phase of the 
Kaarta rural development project, with another 
$3.85 million to be used for various small com- 
munity development projects. CIDA has also 
approved the financing of a water project in the 
Dogon region at a cost of $1.7 million. 


Niger received a $9.8 million contribution for the 
provision of institutional support to develop key 
sectors of the economy and improve government 
management. CIDA also approved $8.5 million in 
grants for the second phase of a mining research 
project, $11.9 million to establish water supply 
points in villages, and $42.5 million for the upgrad- 
ing of the Djariri-Diffa road. 


In Rwanda, CIDA allocated a $6.5 million grant for 
institutional support and forestry training, a $4.9 
million grant for a civil aviation project, and 
another $762,000 for a drinking water project. 


Various memoranda of understanding with Senegal 


were signed during the year. They include provi- 
sions for a $8.7 million grant for forestry

development and forest fire protection in southern 
Casamance; a $4 million contribution to the Can- 
ada-Senegal counterpart fund to implement 

15 projects; $1.2 million for fisheries development 
south of Dakar; and a $2.5 million loan to re- 
establish a fish processing plant. 


During the year, Zaire received approval for a 

$4.6 million agricultural marketing project, a $7 
million seed project, a $15 million grant for the 
second phase of the Forescom forestry project, $6.4 
million to improve financial management and gov- 
ernment administration, and a $4.6 million 
contribution for various community development 
projects. 


With respect to food aid, Zaire received $7 million 
during the year; Morocco and Tunisia, $5 million 
each; Mauritania, $4 million; Senegal, $3.5 million; 
Rwanda, $3 million; Togo, $2 million; Guinea, $1 
million. Mali received $7 million in food aid, of 
which $3 million was from the World Food Pro- 
gram’s International Emergency Food Reserve 
(IEFR ). Chad and Niger received $6 million and 
$5 million respectively from the IEFR as well.

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Americas 


The geographic region of the Americas comprises 
Central America, South America and the Caribbean. 
Made up of more than 40 countries in varying 
stages of development and industrialization, the 
Americas is above all a region of sharp contrasts. 
The scale, diversity, and complexity of economies 
and the disparity of expectations and achievements 
complicate the task of setting a common regional 
policy adapted to the needs of all states in the area. 


One of the most striking trends in Latin America 
during the period 1950-1980 was its substantial and 
steady economic growth. Regional gross domestic 
product (GDP) multiplied five-fold and despite 
large population growth, GDP per capita in 1980 
was twice the 1950 level. Nearly all of the countries 
in the Americas are entering the middle-income 
country* category, Haiti remaining the only low- 
income country. The two main features of this 
economic growth have been an impressive export 
performance and significant internal modernization 
and industrialization. The role of Latin America in 
world trade has dropped very slightly since 1950. 
Although economic growth was fuelled by massive 
amounts of foreign investment and external borrow- 
ings, the key factors in most countries were the rise 
of a dynamic entrepreneurial class and a well- 
trained managerial group in the planning and 
economic portfolios, the introduction of improved 
productive technologies, and the increasing avail- 
ability of a trained work force.

In the past few years, however, this trend has been 
offset by the persistent and growing economic 
vulnerability of Latin America. Commodity exports, 
with their serious price instability, still account for 
about 75 per cent of total exports and are par- 
ticularly important to the smallest and poorest 
countries. Manufactured exports have faced sluggish 
demand and growing protectionism. In order to 
bring the balance of payments into equilibrium, 
countries have been obliged to resort mainly to the 
reduction of imports, thereby limiting the essential 
supplies required for maintaining economic ac- 
tivities and developing productive capacities. 


A second major trend has been Latin America’s 
extraordinarily rapid population growth and urba- 
nization. Population more than doubled between 
1950 and 1980 to a current total in excess of 350 
million. It is estimated it will continue rising over 
the next 20 years to a level between 600 and 700 
million, with about 80 per cent of the population 
living in urban centres by the year 2000. 


The process of rapid economic growth and urba- 
nization has produced undoubted benefits, 
including improved education, life expectancy, in- 
come and health for many Latin Americans. There 
is, however, a darker and more threatening side to 
this transformation. Many Latin Americans have not 
shared sufficiently in the benefits of growth, and 
income distribution has been notoriously skewed. 
Between one-quarter and one-third of the labor 
force is unemployed and an estimated 100 million 
people live in extreme poverty. According to UN 
sources, a real GNP growth rate of 6 to 7 per cent 
per year is required simply to absorb new entrants 
to the labor force. 
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The severe recession throughout Latin America 
since 1981 resulted in economic stagnation. At the 
end of 1984, the region’s economy was almost 
exactly what it had been in 1980. During this same 
period, the population increased by more than 33 
million people and the work force by at least 15 
million. 


The recession, however, seemed to reach an end in 
1984. The economic recovery brought about an 
estimated increase in the region’s GDP of more than 
2 per cent. While living conditions have not yet 
begun to rise, the recovery was sufficient to arrest 
the drop in per capita product, which had declined 
3.3 per cent and 5.3 per cent in 1982 and 1983 
respectively. Further, Latin America showed its 
economic resiliency by completing another year of 
difficult adjustment. More importantly, it generated 
an additional large trade surplus, based partly on 
increased exports and not just on a reduction in 
imports as happened in 1983. 


The countries of the Commonwealth Caribbean 
have also felt the impact of the world recession. 
They consist of micro states whose economies 
suffer from a number of structural constraints 
common to small islands. For example, there are 
limited natural resources and land for agricultural 
development, the small size of domestic markets 
makes industrialization more difficult, and the costs 
of infrastructure, especially relating to transport and 
communications, are very high in proportion to the 
small populations. Mainly because of their small size 
and narrow resource base, Caribbean economies are 
extremely vulnerable and dependent on external 
factors. 


From 1981-83 Caribbean countries saw their econ- 
omies decline, export earnings drop and 
unemployment increase. In 1984, there was a 
general economic recovery, but serious problems 
remain. In particular, demand and prices for some of

the region’s main exports such as sugar and bauxite 
remained weak, contributing to debt and balance-of- 
payments difficulties. The situation for two of the 
largest countries, Jamaica and Guyana, has become 
extremely serious. 


Within this environment, the Americas Branch 
focused its efforts in 1984-85 on three main 
objectives: improving or developing the basic in- 
frastructure necessary for economic development, 
notably in areas where Canada has appropriate 
technical expertise and resources, supporting indus- 
trial and natural resource development in areas 
which will generate employment and increase 
productivity, and supporting the efforts of Canadian 
institutions and NGOs to strengthen the capacities 
of their counterparts in developing countries. 


Canada provides development assistance to 35 
countries in Latin America and the Caribbean. In 
seven* , CIDA has a multi-year cooperation pro- 
gram. In the others, the Agency provides various 
financial, technical, industrial and institutional as- 
sistance. Three regional programs complement the 
country development activities. 


The Branch disbursed $127.9 million in 1984-85, a 
growth of 33.4 per cent over the previous year. 
Agriculture, energy, transportation and social devel- 
opment were the major sectors of involvement. 
There were 250 active projects, with another 85 in 
the planning stages. Grants and loans to the core 
countries during the year amounted to: Colombia, 
$3.8 million; Guyana, $1.5 million; Haiti, $4.4 
million; Honduras, $19.4 million; Jamaica, $26.1 
million; Peru, $11.8 million; and the Leeward and 
Windward Islands, $4.2 million.

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In Nicaragua, CIDA approved a $7.5 million loan for 
the rehabilitation and construction of potable water 
systems, and a $10.4 million loan for a geo-thermal 
power station, Momotombo II. 


In Costa Rica, CIDA provided $15 million for 
fertilizer inputs to the agricultural sector, and a 
contribution of $3 million for a scholarship pro- 
gram in Canada. 


Also during the year, the government announced its 
intention to renew its assistance program in El 
Salvador, recognizing the improvements which had 
come about under the newly elected government of 
President Duarte. CIDA will focus its assistance on 
the plight of the thousands of persons displaced by 
the civil conflict. 


In Peru, CIDA has contributed $5 million to the 
International Development Research Centre for an 
agricultural development project in the “altiplano” 
to strengthen the cropping systems used by Andean 
farmers. CIDA also approved $4.2 million for the 
second phase of a remote sensing project with 
natural resource development agencies. A $6.3 
million loan was approved for the construction of a 
rural hydro transmission line. 


Human resource development was the focus of 
several projects in Haiti, notably a grant of $6.6 
million for training programs in veterinary medi- 
cine, and $2 million for the National Professional 
Training Centre. Other projects approved during the 
year focused on agricultural development and en- 
ergy generation. 


Although the Jamaica program is predominantly 


balance-of-payments assistance through the provi- 
sion of fertilizer and food aid, CIDA has also used

the country focus mechanism to support a number 
of small social development projects undertaken by 
NGOs. For example, a $1 million contribution to 
the Canadian Organization for Development Educa- 
tion will provide paper for printing texts for the 
primary school system. 


The Leeward and Windward Islands program allo- 
cated a grant of $20 million for the second phase of 
its Canada Training Awards Program, which has 
enabled thousands of persons from the Eastern 
Caribbean to benefit from more advanced training 
in island institutions and in Canada. To address the 
energy constraints which beset many of the islands, 
CIDA has provided a $9.2 million grant towards the 
Cumberland hydroelectric development project in 
St. Vincent. 


In the Caribbean Regional Program, work began on 
a $75 million project to modernize 22 airports on 
13 islands and improve their security operations. 
Good air transportation facilities are considered 
vital to the future economic growth of the Carib- 
bean islands, to facilitate both the movement of 
people and goods within the region and tourist 
travel from abroad. 


And finally, Jamaica received $13 million in food aid 
as balance-of-payments support during 1984-85. 
Four million dollars in emergency food aid was 
provided to Peru and another $500,000 was 
provided to Bolivia.

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Asia 


The largest continent in the world and home to half 
of the human race, Asia has made much progress in 
recent years. Self-sufficiency in food production has 
been achieved or is being approached in Brunei, 
Burma, China, India, Indonesia, Malaysia, Pakistan, 
Sri Lanka and Thailand. The population growth rate, 
although high, is declining and is now lower than in 
Africa and the Americas, and the economic perfor- 
mance of Asian countries, unlike most other 
developing nations, continues to be strong, with 
growth rates the highest in the world. The region, in 
fact, contains some of the emerging economic 
powers: the ASEAN* countries, China and India. 


By the year 2000, Asia will be an increasingly 
dominant force in the world, with, in some cases, 
today’s aid recipients becoming tomorrow’s donors. 
There will be six billion people on the earth by 
then — and two-thirds of them will be Asian. Those 
four billion Asians will produce half of the world’s 
goods and services from an industrial base more 
diversified than that of Europe and North America 
combined. 


But Asia’s remarkable progress cannot mask the fact 
that the region has the largest number of absolute 
poor in the world. Seventy-five per cent of its 
people are subsistence farmers and rural landless 
peasants, while over 600 million suffer from low life 
expectancy, high death rates from preventable

diseases, inadequate shelter, limited access to safe 
water, abysmally low incomes and nutritional levels 
that are among the lowest in the world. 


Canada is assisting Asian governments in their 
efforts to give their people a better life. Canada has 
played a long and supportive role in Asia’s develop- 
ment efforts. Our program began in the early 1950s 
and 60 per cent of our bilateral assistance has since 
gone to Asia. The program, which remains CIDA’s 
largest ($355.2 million in 1984-85), is concentrated 
in the sectors of agriculture, energy, transportation 
and human resource development, reflecting both 
the needs of the recipient countries and the areas of 
Canadian capability and expertise. 


Canada provides assistance to 15 countries in Asia, 
but in keeping with our policy of helping the most 
needy, efforts are focused on eight: Bangladesh, 
China, India, Indonesia, Nepal, Pakistan, Sri Lanka 
and Thailand. Over 90 per cent of the world’s 
poorest people live within their borders. 


Bangladesh is one of the poorest and most densely 
populated countries in the world. Despite recent 
significant progress in food production and manage- 
ment, food shortages persist and the country 
remains vulnerable to cyclones, floods and drought. 
Nearly 80 per cent of its 100 million people 
continue to live in extreme poverty. CIDA’s program 
in Bangladesh ( $103.3 million in 1984-85, includ- 
ing $61.3 million in food aid) is attempting to 
improve the income-generating capacity of the 
poorest rural groups, especially women, through 
projects in the rural development and population 
sectors and through support for Canadian and 
Bangladeshi NGOs. CIDA is also helping to increase 
agricultural production, improve the rail transporta- 
tion system and develop Bangladesh’s natural gas 
resources. 
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In China, CIDA’s objective is to transfer technology. 
The program in 1984-85, amounting to $8.4 mil- 
lion, focused on agriculture, forestry, energy and 
human resource development. At the Tanggu Ani- 
mal Quarantine Centre an agricultural project aims 
to upgrade the management and techniques used at 
a station near Beijing. A seed project is introducing 
modern breeding and processing techniques. The 
potash agronomic development program in South 
China was extended. To improve forest management 
in Heilongjiang and to protect and increase forest 
productivity, Canada has agreed to help China 
update an existing forestry data base and introduce 
management practices. Canada and China have also 
begun implementation of a Petroleum Development 
Technical Cooperation Project designed to help 
China improve energy conservation and optimize 
oil and gas recovery. In October 1984, the Canada/ 
China Enterprise Management Training Centre 
opened in Sichuan. 


CIDA’s program in India ( $85.2 million in 1984-85) 
is designed to reflect the needs of a country that is 
the world’s twelfth-largest industrial power but in 
which 350 million people, about half the popula- 
tion, live in absolute poverty, most of them engaged 
in subsistence agriculture. In agriculture, CIDA’s 
goal is to increase the incomes of small farmers and 
the rural landless through programs in social 
forestry, edible oil production and research in 
dryland farming. In the energy sector, CIDA is 
helping to ease infrastructural bottlenecks that are 
impeding India’s own development efforts. Lines of 
credit provide for the purchase of Canadian mate- 
rials and resources in the oil and gas, mineral and 
power sectors. 


A country of some 13,000 islands stretched along 
5,000 kilometres of the equator, Indonesia has made 
substantial progress in the last 20 years. Indonesia 
benefitted substantially from the oil booms in the 
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1970s. Incomes increased considerably and agri- 
cultural production greatly improved, moving 
Indonesia from being the world’s largest rice impor- 
ter in the early 1970s to virtual self-sufficiency 
today. But population pressure, poverty, a relatively 
unskilled labor force and a dependence on oil and 
gas exports are hindering further development 
efforts. CIDA is responding to Indonesia’s needs, 
directing its program ( $35.7 million in 1984-85) at 
both the modern and rural sectors. CIDA’s program 
is shifting from an emphasis on large transportation 
projects to a concentration on environmental and 
resource management and human resource develop- 
ment in both the public and private sectors. CIDA is 
playing a key role through the Environmental 
Manpower Development project, a highlight of 
which in 1984-85 was a successful conference in 
Canada attended by the Indonesian Foreign and 
Environment Ministers. Assistance is also going to 
water resource development in eastern Indonesia 
and to education through support for the Open 
University of Indonesia and a general training 
program. 


Nepal is one of the poorest and least developed 
nations in the world. With few natural resources, 
this mountainous country is facing a crisis because 
of the pressure of population growth, deforestation, 
soil erosion, illiteracy and declining agricultural 
production. CIDA’s program ($8.2 million in 
1984-85) is helping to reduce the pressure on the 
environment and increase agricultural production, 
support civil aviation and develop the country’s 
considerable water resource potential. Following 
the completion of two Community Medical Auxili- 
ary Campuses to train paramedics to staff rural 
health posts, CIDA plans to support the social 
sector through NGO and institutional channels. 


Pakistan has achieved impressive economic growth 
in recent years but the development of the social 
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sector has lagged behind. Improvements in this area 
are now a development priority of the government. 
CIDA’s current program ( $69.2 million in 1984-85) 
concentrates on energy, agriculture and irrigation, 
with particular emphasis on the social sector, 
including health, education and women’s programs. 
During 1984-85 CIDA reaffirmed its involvement in 
the oil and gas sector— which is critical to 
Pakistan’s agricultural and industrial development— 
committing $40 million over five years for Canadian 
advisers, technical services and equipment to im- 
prove Pakistan’s production capacity and to offset 
crippling oil import costs. Another $50 million is 
being allocated for the Left Bank Outfall Drainage 
Project, a massive eight-year undertaking to irrigate, 
drain and reclaim 578,000 hectares of waterlogged 
and saline land. 


Sri Lanka is a rare case of a country with a high 
quality of life despite a low per capita income (US. 
$330). A broad range of health, social and educa- 
tional services has historically been available to 
most; national income is reasonably equitably dis- 
tributed; and a high women’s literacy rate has 
contributed to a low population growth rate. Sri 
Lanka is highly dependent on exports of tea and 
rubber as sources of foreign exchange and would 
like to diversify its agricultural production and 
include more agro-business opportunities to gener- 
ate employment and increase incomes. CIDA is 
working with the government on development 
projects ($35.2 million in 1984-85) to increase 
agricultural production and employment, provide 
balance-of-payments support, and strengthen the 
public sector management and planning 
capabilities. 


Thailand’s development efforts over the past two 
decades have been largely successful. Life expec- 
tancy has increased, there is universal primary 
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education and the population growth rate has 
dropped significantly. The percentage of the popula- 
tion below the poverty line has been cut from 50 
per cent to 25 per cent as income redistribution 
improves. Thailand has also achieved sustained 
economic growth and should become a newly- 
industrialized country* in the late 1990s. CIDA’s 
program ($7.2 million in 1984-85) is concentrating 
on human resource and institutional development, 
rural development, energy and technology transfer 
to the modern sector. Projects undertaken in 
1984-85 include $5 million to set up the Thailand 
Development Research Institute, which will contrib- 
ute to the formulation of socio-economic policies to 
be incorporated in Thailand’s five-year development 
plans, and $3 million to be used to support the 
innovative efforts of the Population and Community 
Development Association, Thailand’s largest NGO, 
to improve the living standards of some 28,000 of 
the poorest people in northeast Thailand. 


Malaysia and the Philippines also receive some 
bilateral assistance from CIDA. In Malaysia the main 
activity is a line of credit for the purchase of goods 
and services in Canada. CIDA also supports a range 
of regional activities, the prime focus of which is 
through ASEAN in the forestry, fisheries and human 
resource sectors. Other institutions being sup- 
ported include the Asian Institute of Technology, 
the Asia Pacific Institute for Broadcast Develop- 
ment, and the Southeast Asia Ministers of Education 
Organization. 


* A country at a relatively advanced level of economic 
development with a substantial and dynamic industrial 
sector and with close links to the international trade, 
finance and investment system. 
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Multilateral 
Programs 


Canada has long been an active supporter of 
multilateral development institutions because they 
undertake projects that are beyond the scope of 
individual countries, they provide vast pools of 
development capital and corresponding private sec- 
tor opportunities, and they enable Canada to have a 
presence in countries where it is not possible to 
have an extensive bilateral program. Canadian fund- 
ing for multilateral programs is channeled through 
international financial institutions, UN agencies, and 
other organizations involved in development and 
research. While each organization is responsible for 
the administration of projects, Canada, as a contrib- 
utor, participates in the deliberations of the 
governing bodies that direct the organizations’ 
policies, programs and budgets. 


In addition to the contributions of CIDA, the 
Departments of Finance and External Affairs provide 
funds to multilateral organizations. In 1984-85, total 
multilateral contributions amounted to $690.84 
million. 


International Financial 
Institutions 


World Bank Group 


The World Bank Group, comprising the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction and Development 
(IBRD) and its affiliates, the International Develop- 
ment Association (IDA) and the International 
Finance Corporation (IFC), is the leading interna- 
tional development institution, both in terms of the 
size and scope of its operations and its role as a 
forum for the discussion of key development policy 
issues. 


During its fiscal year ending 30 June 1984, IBRD 
recorded new commitments of U.S. $11.9 billion, 
while IDA and IFC approved commitments of US. 
$3.6 billion and U.S. $696 million respectively. 
These included 129 IBRD loans to 43 countries, 
106 IDA credits to 43 countries and 62 IFC 
investment commitments to 35 countries. India, 
Brazil and Indonesia were the largest IBRD bor- 
rowers during the year; and India, China and 
Bangladesh were the largest borrowers from IDA. 


There was an increase in the subscribed capital of 
IBRD during the year, as a result of subscriptions 
authorized by the general capital increase approved 
in January 1980. Canada’s contributions to IBRD 
and IDA during its fiscal year 1984-85 amounted to 
Can. $207.7 million, while no further subscription 
was made or required to the capital of IFC. 


IBRD finances its lending operations primarily 
through borrowings on the world’s capital markets. 
During the fiscal year to 30 June 1984 borrowings 


by IBRD amounted to U.S. $9.8 billion. Net income 
totalled U.S. $600 million, down from U.S. $752 
million recorded in 1983. IDA incurred a net loss of 
US. $70.9 million, bringing its accumulated deficit 
to U.S. $401.4 million. 


Loans granted by IBRD generally have a grace 
period of three to five years and are repayable over 
15 to 20 years. They are directed toward developing 
countries at more advanced stages of economic 
growth. IDA, on the other hand, provides assistance 
on highly concessional terms to the poorer develop- 
ing countries, whose annual gross national product 
per capita is less than U.S. $790 (in 1983 dollars). 
The function of IFC is to further economic develop- 
ment in its developing member countries by 
promoting and supporting private enterprise. It 
endeavors to do this by providing risk capital as 
well as long-term loans without government guaran- 
tees; and by bringing together entrepreneurs with 
other sources of both foreign and domestic invest- 
ment capital. 


Asian Development Bank 


The Asian Development Bank (AsDB), with its 
concessional Asian Development Fund (AsDB), is 
the major regional financial institution serving the 
countries of Asia and the South Pacific — in 
particular, the poorest countries of the region 
where a large part of the world’s population lives. 
The lending programs of the Bank and Fund 
exceeded U.S. $2.2 billion in 1984, to reach a 
cumulative total of U.S. $15.6 billion by 31 Decem- 
ber 1984. 


Agriculture and agro-industry accounted for the 
largest share of cumulative Bank lending (31 per 
cent), followed by energy (26.3 per cent), which 
has increased steadily since the mid-1970s. 


Canada was a founding member of the Bank and has 
subscribed to 6.3 per cent of the Bank’s share 
capital, making Canada the sixth-largest shareholder 
with an equity of U.S. $969 million as of 31 
December 1984. Canada’s total pledges to the 
Bank’s concessional resources amount to U.S. 
$523.4 million. 


Inter-American Development Bank 


The Inter-American Development Bank (IDB ) assists 
the developing countries of Latin America and the 
Caribbean. In 1984, the IDB’s commitments ex- 
ceeded U.S. $3.5 billion, while disbursements 
reached a new high of U.S. $2.3 billion. 


Canada, a prime supporter of the IDB, contributed 
Can. $10 million and Can. $12 million respectively 
to the ordinary capital and concessional fund 
operations of the Bank in 1984-85. 


The IDB Board of Governors formalized in 1983 the 
Sixth Replenishment of the Bank’s resources which 
provides for sustained growth of 7 per cent in real 
terms over the 1983-87 period. During 1984, a 
major review of the Bank’s financial policies was 
conducted in order to cope with the difficult 
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financial position of many borrowing countries. 
Canada continues to work actively toward the 
allocation of the Bank’s resources to those countries 
and sectors in greatest need and to support sound 
financial management. 


African Development Bank Group 


The African Development Bank (AfDB ), the African 
Development Fund (AfDF) and the Nigeria Trust 
Fund (NTF) constitute the African Development 
Bank Group, which is the main network of regional 
financial development institutions in Africa. The 
opening of the AfDB membership to non-African 
countries in December 1982 resulted in an increase 
of the authorized capital stock from U.S. $2.9 to US. 
$5.5 billion. Canada is one of the 24 new non- 
regional members of the AfDB and holds 3.2 per 
cent of the capital. The present capital structure 
will enable the institution to finance its operations 
up to 1987. Canada has also been one of the major 
supporters of the AfDF since its establishment in 
1972 and contributed Can. $33.2 million to the 
AfDF Third Replenishment in 1984-85. The AfDB 
Group commitments in 1984 reached U.S. $879 
million (AfDB: U.S. $495 million; AfDF: U.S. $369 
million; NTF: U.S. $15 million). As of 31 December 
1984, cumulative loans stood at U.S. $5.6 billion. 


In addition, Canada has provided a new Technical 
Assistance Fund of $7 million managed by the AfDB. 
The Fund came into effect in September 1984 and 
will be used to finance pre-investment studies and 
professional services at AfDB headquarters. 


Caribbean Development Bank 


The Caribbean Development Bank (CDB) is the 
major financial development institution serving the 
Commonwealth Caribbean. In 1984, new loan 
approvals reached approximately U.S. $46 million, 
while loan disbursements decreased to U.S. $41.5 
million from U.S. $50.3 million in the previous year. 


Canada is a founding member of the CDB and is its 
largest donor member. During 1979-80 Canada 
contributed Can. $823,000 to the capital resources 
of the CDB and it has agreed to contribute Can. $22 
million to the Unified Special Development Fund 
over the period 1984-87. 


Highlights of the CDB’s activities for the year 
include the adoption of new policies on lending 
and also a continuation of its active role in the 
Caribbean Group for Cooperation in Economic 
Development (CGCED ) and as a channel for inter- 
national assistance to its member countries from 
institutions such as the World Bank and the 
International Development Association. 


International Fund for Agricultural 
Development 


The establishment of the International Fund for 
Agricultural Development (IFAD) in 1977 repre- 
sents an important step taken by the international 
community to tackle the problem of world hunger, 


malnutrition and rural poverty. IFAD’s lending pol- 
icies place a clear and exclusive emphasis on the 
objectives of reducing poverty, improving nutrition 
and increasing food production in low-income 
countries. Voluntary contributions from member 
countries make up the financial resources of IFAD. 
Total IFAD resources to date amount to U.S. $2.1 
billion. The second replenishment (IFAD II), cover- 
ing a three-year period, is expected to be concluded 
in 1985. Canada is the eleventh-largest donor to 
IFAD, contributing approximately 3.2 per cent of its 
resources. 


Multilateral Technical 
Cooperation Program 


CIDA supports the grant-funded general technical 
assistance cooperation programs of the United 
Nations system, the Commonwealth, la Fran- 
cophonie, and the system of international 
agricultural research centres. Canada thereby recog- 
nizes the need for collective effort in tackling 
development issues, the need for developing coun- 
tries to participate in the program planning and 
decision-making process, and the usefulness of a 
disinterested third party delivery mechanism. As- 
sistance through this channel complements 
Canada’s bilateral assistance programs, which are 
often capital assistance oriented, multiplies the 
impact and expands the reach of our assistance, and 
is an important mechanism through which to meet 
our priority in human resource development. 


In 1984-85 CIDA provided $121.2 million in 
support of some 40 international organizations and 
programs (a complete list appears in Table D-1). 


General Funds 


UNDP — The United Nations Development Pro- 
gram is the central mechanism for financing, 
programming and coordinating the technical coop- 
eration activities of the UN. Its largest sectors of 
concentration are agriculture, development policy 
and planning, natural resources, industry, and trans- 
portation and communications. Projects are 
designed to promote self-reliance and build up 
government capabilities and include the provision 
of technical and professional specialists, training and 
some equipment. Over 80 per cent of its resources 
are aimed at the poorest countries. Canada is the 
fourth-largest donor to the UNDP, contributing $59 
million in 1984-85. 


UNICEF — The UN Children’s Fund is the main UN 
channel for the delivery of grass-roots development 
programs to the most vulnerable group in develop- 
ing countries — mothers and children. Its program 
focuses on providing basic services in health, 
nutrition, water supply, education and other social 
services, with a strong emphasis on community 
involvement, the development of local institutions 
and the use of more appropriate technology. In 
1984-85, Canada contributed $13.2 million to 
UNICEF general resources, ranking fifth-largest 
among government donors. 
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Renewable Natural Resources 


CGIAR — The Consultative Group on International 
Agricultural Research is an informal network of 
government, regional and international organiza- 
tions and private foundations which supports 13 
strategic international agricultural research centres 
and programs that concentrate on those farming 
and livestock systems that yield three-quarters of 
the developing countries’ total food supply. The 
dramatic increases in world wheat and rice produc- 
tion in the 1970s through the use of high-yielding 
varieties and other techniques are examples of the 
Centres’ effectiveness. Canada is the third-largest 
contributor to the CGIAR, providing close to $12 
million in 1984-85. 


Population and Health 


UNFPA — The UN Fund for Population Activities 
addresses one of the world’s most serious problems 
— uncontrolled population growth — which, if not 
arrested, will impede many other development 
efforts. The UNFPA promotes understanding of 
population issues and assists developing countries 
to undertake a variety of population programs and 
activities, including national censuses, migration 
studies, maternal and child health programs, as well 
as the delivery of family planning services. UNFPA 
projects are carried out by UN specialized agencies, 
NGOs and developing country governments them- 
selves. The UNFPA has over the years constituted 
Canada’s main channel for international population 
assistance. As the sixth-largest donor to UNFPA, 
Canada’s contribution in 1984-85 amounted to 
$10.2 million. 


OCP — The Onchocerciasis (river blindness ) Con- 
trol Program, begun in 1974 by three UN agencies 
and the World Bank, is a successful effort to 
improve and preserve the health of millions of poor 
people in West Africa afflicted by black fly parasites 
which cause blindness. Nearly 90 per cent of the 
original project area is now free from retransmission 
of the disease. In addition, the resetthement of areas 
abandoned to the black flies will vastly increase the 
amount of habitable arable land in the participating 
countries. Canada has played an active role in the 
program from the beginning. The important and 
demanding work of aerial spraying against the 
blackfly larvicides has gone to a Canadian company 
since 1977. Canada is the sixth-largest donor, 
having contributed $1.35 million to the program in 
1984-85. 


TDR — The Tropical Disease Research Program, 
established by the World Health Organization, the 
UNDP and the World Bank, carries out research and 
training for the development of new and improved 
tools for the control of six major tropical diseases. 
It also helps increase the self-sufficiency of affected 
countries in fighting these diseases through the 
strengthening of national institutions. In 1984-85 
Canada, eighth-largest donor to the TDR, contrib- 
uted $1.25 million. 


Commonwealth and Francophone 
Programs 


CFTC — The Commonwealth Fund for Technical 
Cooperation is the principal mechanism for techni- 
cal assistance within the Commonwealth and 
remains a pioneer in promoting technical coopera- 
tion among developing countries, particularly 
through human resource development. Founded as 
an agency for mutual help, it draws the majority of 
its experts from developing Commonwealth coun- 
tries and nearly all training is carried out in the 
Third World. Canada is the largest contributor to 
the CFTC, contributing $14.6 million in 1984-85. 


PSD — The Programme spécial de développement 
was established under the Agence de coopération 
culturelle et technique as a result of a Canadian 
initiative. The principal organization for multilateral 
technical cooperation among Francophone coun- 
tries, the PSD provides for the financing of short- 
term activities in training and development, techni- 
cal assistance and technical studies. Canada is the 
largest donor, contributing $1.4 million in 1984-85. 


International Humanitarian 
Assistance Program 


CIDA’s International Humanitarian Assistance (IHA ) 
Program is the channel through which CIDA 
provides a rapid response to the immediate relief 
and rehabilitation needs of disaster victims. The 
objectives of the program are: to alleviate human 
suffering caused by natural and person-made disas- 
ters; to develop, maintain, participate in and 
influence a network of effective multilateral and 
non-governmental institutions providing human- 
itarian assistance; and to strengthen the disaster 
management capacities of developing countries. 


In 1984-85 the IHA Program contributed $88.7 
million to international humanitarian, refugee and 
emergency relief organizations — $41.4 million in 
regular funds and $47.3 million from the Special 
Fund for Africa. Some $12.5 million in regular 
program funds was provided for the operating costs 
of four UN refugee and relief agencies: the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR): $5.5 million; 
the UN Relief and Works Agency for Palestinian 
Refugees (UNRWA ): $6.5 million; the UN Education 
and Training Program for South Africa (UNETPSA ): 
$350,000; and the UN Fund for Namibia (UNEN): 
$200,000. The International Committee of the Red 
Cross (ICRC) and the Office of the UN Disaster 
Relief Coordinator (UNDRO) were also granted 
$750,000 and $250,000 respectively for their regu- 
lar programs. The remainder was granted in direct 
response to emergency situations caused by natural 
and person-made disasters, civil strife, and to 
alleviate the hardships of millions of refugees on 
three continents. During 1984-85 more than 40 
Third World countries were affected by disasters 
requiring assistance from international humanitarian 
institutions, with estimates of the total number of 
victims exceeding 150 million. 
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The situation is most extreme in Africa, where, 
through the media, Canadians have watched a 
tragedy of catastrophic proportions unfold before 
their eyes. While most of the attention has been 
focused on Ethiopia, it is only one of 24 countries 
struggling to cope with what may be the worst 
drought in African history. Some 150 million people 
— over one-third of the continent’s population — 
are affected. Of these, 30 million are unable to find 
or produce enough food or water to sustain life. To 
help alleviate the suffering, $7.2 million in aid was 
provided through regular [HA funds, including $1.4 
million to the League of Red Cross Societies (LRCS), 
and $1.2 million to both UNICEF and the Canadian 
Catholic Organization for Development and Peace 
(CCODP). 


Individual Canadians have responded to the crisis as 
well, overwhelmingly so: contributing over $40 
million, with more than half a million contributing 
from $60 to $80 each. A further $47.3 million was 
made available through the government’s Special 
Fund for Africa: $35.1 million to match funds raised 
by Canadian NGOs, and $12.2 million in the form of 
grants to NGOs and international organizations. 
Included among the more than 30 NGOs that 
received assistance from the Matching Fund were 
the Canadian Catholic Organization for Develop- 
ment and Peace, $6.5 million; World Vision, $4.5 
million; the Canadian Red Cross Society, $5.46 
million; Oxfam Canada, $1.8 million; Fondation 
Léger, $2.2 million; UNICEF, $1.3 million; World 
University Service of Canada, $1.2 million; and 
Cansave, $1 million. 


The number of refugees and displaced persons 
fleeing from war situations or repressive regimes 
remained high during the year and shows little sign 
of decreasing as no solution is in sight for the major 
conflict areas (Afghanistan, the Middle East and 
Central America). The largest group of refugees — 
Afghans fleeing to Pakistan after the Russian inva- 
sion of their homeland — now number over two 
million, creating one of the most critical refugee 
situations in the world. Canada responded with 
contributions of $5 million to the UNHCR and 
$173,000 to the ICRC. 


Africa, which has less than one-tenth of the world’s 
population, now has more than one-quarter of the 
world’s refugees. The Sudan alone is providing 
sanctuary to an estimated one million refugees from 
countries torn by internal conflict, mainly Ethiopia, 
Chad and Uganda. CIDA answered appeals on behalf 
of the victims in several countries, providing $2 
million to the UNHCR —$1 million for Sudan, $1 
million for Ethiopia; $2 million to the ICRC for its 
program in Africa; and $200,000 to the LRCS for 
refugees from Mozambique in Zimbabwe. 


In other areas of conflict, CIDA provided $1.75 
million to the ICRC for its humanitarian work in 
assisting victims of conflict: $400,000 for victims of 
the war between Iran and Iraq, $350,000 for victims 
of civil disturbances and displaced persons in the 
southern Philippines, and $1 million for those 
affected by political unrest in Central America, 
particularly in El Salvador and Nicaragua; $2.5 
million to the UNHCR for Central America; 


$360,000 to the Canadian Council of Churches for 
Palestinian refugees; and $1 million to the UNHCR, 
$1.1 million to the ICRC, and $1 million to the UN 
Border Relief Operation (UNBRO) for refugees 
inside Thailand along the Thailand/Kampuchea 
border. 


Elsewhere, assistance was provided to help several 
countries recover from natural disasters, including a 
typhoon in the Philippines, a fire in Burma, an 
earthquake in Chile, a gas plant leak in Bhopal, 
cyclones in Fiji and Madagascar, drought in Antigua 
and floods in Bangladesh and Colombia, with CIDA 
contributions totalling $715,000. Another $260,000 
was contributed to the UNHCR to help combat acts 
of piracy against Vietnamese refugees in the Gulf of 
Thailand. 


CIDA also provided support during the year to 
agencies which have introduced disaster prepared- 
ness programs to minimize the loss of life and 
damage, as well as to organize and facilitate timely 
and effective rescue, relief and rehabilitation opera- 
tions. CIDA provided $1.3 million to the Pan 
American Health Organization for emergency prepa- 
ration in Latin America and the Caribbean, 
$556,000 to the Pan Caribbean Disaster Prepared- 
ness and Prevention Project through UNDRO, 
$200,000 to the World Health Organization, and 
another $35,000 to UNDRO for a hurricane study. 
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Food Aid 


The food aid program in 1984-85 was comprised of 
$385.9 million in commodities, related transport 
costs and cash contributions, making Canadians the 
largest per capita donors of food aid in the world. 
The overall food aid total included $7 million 


transferred from bilateral programs to provide emer- 


gency assistance for Bangladesh and $23.5 million 
from the Special Fund for Africa. The bulk of the 
food — $238.5 million — was provided in the form 
of cereals, the remainder — $104.3 million — in 
vegetable oil, pulses, skim milk powder and fish. 
The commodities were supplied based on accept- 
ability to the recipient, relative cost effectiveness 
and supply availability. 


Canadian food aid serves both humanitarian and 
developmental objectives and is provided through 
three main channels: multilateral institutions, bilat- 
eral arrangements with specific countries and non- 
governmental organizations. In 1984-85, $149.9 
million — just under 40 per cent of food aid — 
went through multilateral organizations. The largest 
of these is the World Food Program (WFP), an 
international institution associated with the United 
Nations and the Food and Agriculture Organization. 
The WFP supports feeding programs for nutri- 
tionally vulnerable groups, particularly mothers and 
children, and uses food aid in food-for-work pro- 
jects to provide work and income for disadvantaged 
people. The WFP also administers the International 
Emergency Food Reserve (IEFR), which is a vehicle 
for the provision of emergency food assistance. In 
1984-85, CIDA provided $125.1 million to the WFP 
( $105.1 million in commodities and $20 million in 
cash to cover transportation and administrative 
costs ) while $21.9 million was contributed to the 
IEFR. A further $300,000 was contributed to assist 
with the supply of non-food items related to the 
utilization of the food. The International Committee 
of the Red Cross received $2.7 million for famine 
relief in Ethiopia. 


Canada’s bilateral food aid is also provided to meet 
emergency situations, but in many Cases it serves as 
a developmental tool, contributing to development 
efforts and improving the nutritional status of 
people. Bilateral food aid is used to build up food 
reserves, to free up foreign exchange for develop- 
ment projects, as an input into projects that create 
employment and increase agricultural production, 
and to provide food security while food policies are 
being improved and agricultural programs leading 
to food self-sufficiency come into effect. 


In 1984-85, CIDA provided $214.5 million in 
bilateral food aid to 24 developing countries. The 
majority — 19 — were in Africa where, as a result 
of the urgent and massive need for emergency 
assistance, CIDA provided $95.3 million in food aid, 
an increase of close to 100 per cent over the 
previous year and enough food to feed three million 
people for almost six months. Other major food aid 
recipients were Bangladesh, Afghan refugees in 
Pakistan and Sri Lanka. 


Through a joint program with 14 Canadian non- 
governmental organizations, CIDA provided $5.5 
million for a skim milk powder program, and $4.5 
million for other products, to help meet emergency 
situations and to complement small-scale food-for- 
work activities, mother and child health care clinics, 
school feeding programs and the feeding of re- 
fugees. Another $11.5 million was provided to the 
Canadian Food Grains Bank, a consortium of non- 
governmental organizations which encourages Ca- 
nadian agricultural producers to become directly 
involved in development by contributing a portion 
of their crops as food aid. Due to the overwhelming 
response of members to the crisis in Africa, CIDA’s 
matching contributions doubled over the previous 
year. 
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Special Programs 


CIDA’s Special Programs have a unique place in 
Canada’s overseas development assistance; they en- 
able the federal government to involve Canadians in 
international development through voluntary orga- 
nizations and non-profit institutions. 


There is increasing appreciation in industrialized 
and developing countries alike of the value of a 
flourishing non-governmental sector. Development 
agencies, educational institutions, religious groups, 
professional and labor organizations, cooperatives, 
youth and women’s organizations — all can be 
sources of innovative ideas as well as practical 
solutions to problems. They carry out activities 
which promote sustainable development, drawing 
on local resources so that external contributions 
come as supplements, rather than creating depen- 
dency. Ongoing relationships develop as Canadians 
and their Third World partners pool energies 
toward common goals. 


Through the activities supported by the Special 
Programs Branch, Canadians from all walks of life 
participate in international cooperation. The Branch 
functions primarily by making financial contribu- 
tions to programs generated by non-governmental 
organizations and institutions. The initiative and 
responsibility thus remain with the sponsors, while 
the Canadian Government expresses very tangibly 
its confidence in and support for the non-govern- 
mental sector’s role. During 1984-85, the Special 


Programs Branch disbursed $155.4 million to 4,984 
development projects and programs; total contribu- 
tions since 1968 have exceeded $1 billion on 
projects valued at over $3 billion in cash, goods and 
services from private and public donations. Addi- 
tionally, through ‘country focus’, $35.3 million from 
bilateral assistance was made available for programs 
and projects through non-profit groups and 
institutions. 


Highlights 


This past year, the importance of development 
assistance was graphically brought home to Canadi- 
ans by the famine on the African continent. The 
non-governmental community was influential in 
drawing attention to the emergency and appealing 
for a quick response, over and above the develop- 
ment activities already supported by CIDA. 
Canadian NGOs established a new facility to coordi- 
nate efforts with the government: Africa Emergency 
Aid brought together representatives of many orga- 
nizations capable of acting with speed and 
efficiency to relieve the hard-hit areas. 


Meanwhile, women’s contribution to development 
gained special attention as the United Nations 
prepared to mark the culmination of its Decade for 
Women. Contributions from Special Programs 
Branch — $700,000 through 1984 and 1985 — 
enabled women from Canadian and developing 
country organizations and institutions to hold work- 
shops on women’s role in producing food and 
managing human settlements, direct films on devel- 
opment themes, and publish special materials. 


Summary of Programs 


Beginning with the original NGO Program in 1968, 
six specialized programs have evolved in CIDA’s 
Special Programs Branch. Each has distinct goals, 
constituencies, and ways of working. But three main 
areas of activity stand out: 


® meeting the basic needs of people in the develop- 
ing world, especially those who are disadvan- 
taged by poverty; 

® stimulating and supporting collaborative relation- 
ships between and among organizations and 
institutions engaged in development; 

® informing Canadians about international 
development. 


Meeting Basic Needs 


Working with people in developing countries, es- 
pecially the most disadvantaged, to meet their most 
fundamental needs is one of the primary goals of 
the Non-Governmental Organizations Program. 


Canadian NGOs are distinguished by their diversity 
and dedication. They range from large development 
agencies capable of operating substantial programs 
to small community groups which raise funds for 
use by similar groups in the developing world. Some 
organizations deal with special constituencies, such 
as children, the elderly and women. 


Many NGO projects are in community develop- 
ment, especially in rural areas where most people 
live; the accent is on assisting communities to 
provide their own basic services. A clean water 
supply at the village level has a far-reaching effect 
on health, as does immunization. Small dam and 
irrigation schemes conserve water for food produc- 
tion, thus making people less vulnerable to drought. 
Planting fast-growing trees ensures a source of 
fuelwood and arrests soil erosion. Appropriate 
technology may include providing local blacksmiths 
and artisans with materials and instructions for 
making more efficient stoves or ox-ploughs. Train- 
ing in new vocational skills can lead to employment 
and income generation, while teaching literacy to 
adults provides a base for other forms of learning, 
such as new techniques in farming. The NGO 
program contributed $62.9 million to 3,474 pro- 
jects in 1984-85. 


Additional support to small-scale agriculture is 
provided through the Voluntary Agricultural Devel- 
opment Assistance Program (VADA ), which draws 
on provincial as well as federal government and 
non-governmental capabilities. Various provincial 
governments have made available training in Cana- 
dian institutions and/or have contributed to rural 
development programs, while NGOs have received 
funds to ship seeds and insecticide to small farmers 
overseas. In 1984-85, this program spent $1.3 
million on 65 projects. 


Sometimes the most appropriate form of develop- 
ment crosses national boundaries — for example, 
on matters involving the environment, training, 
communications, population, and policy develop- 
ment. CIDA can provide support through the 
International Non-Governmental Organizations Pro- 
gram (INGO). 


INGOs operate in a variety of ways, with priority on 
strengthening non-governmental capacities. Some 
INGOs provide funds to programs of national 
affiliates in many countries. They may also be 
networks through which member groups share 
information on a “South-South” basis concerning 
new development thinking or methods. In other 
cases, development agencies comprise a consortium 
which implements projects in countries where local 
NGOs may not have links with Canadian counter- 
parts. The steady growth in the number of INGOs 
headquartered in developing countries is evidence 
of the increasing capacities of such groups in the 
developing world. This program disbursed $18 
million for 324 projects in 1984-85. 


Strengthening Relationships 
between Canadian Institutions 
and Their Counterparts in the 
Developing World 


The developing countries seek partners and not 
patrons. CIDA’s Special Programs Branch contrib- 
utes to this goal most notably through its 
Institutional Cooperation and Development Services 
Program (ICDS). 


ICDS enables institutions and organizations in 
widely diverse constituencies to undertake joint 
endeavors, especially in human resource develop- 
ment. It helps to strengthen the institutional 
infrastructure in the developing countries and 
enables Canadian institutions to learn from them. 


Development services organizations annually send 
well over a thousand Canadians to developing 
countries as cooperants. Since CUSO pioneered this 
type of endeavor almost a quarter of a century ago, 
the needs of developing countries have altered 
substantially; Canadian agencies have adapted by 
seeking more specialized skills and by working 
closely with local partners on long-term programs. 
Youth-oriented exchange programs add a further 
dimension in cross-cultural experience. 


Meanwhile, Canadian universities and colleges co- 
operate with developing country institutions 
through various forms of linkages. Faculty ex- 
changes allow instructors to upgrade teaching and 
research skills, or reform curricula to meet current 
local requirements. Professional associations sim- 
ilarly emphasize training in fields ranging from 
nursing administration to comprehensive auditing. 
Cooperatives as well as credit unions and labor 


organizations are undertaking joint ventures with 
developing country partners: their projects include 
sharing administrative skills and organizing educa- 
tion for members. 


In 1984-85, CIDA provided $62.5 million for 669 
projects and a number of varied programs through 
the ICDS program. 


CIDA’s Management for Change Program stimulates 
and supports innovative ways to strengthen the 
management capabilities of developing countries, 
especially in adapting to their changing needs and 
environments. It does so by bringing together key 
executives from the public, private and non-profit 
sectors in Canada and developing countries to be 
exposed to new ideas, to share experiences and 
explore new approaches to management problems. 


The emphasis is on short-term activities rather than 
public administration or traditional forms of man- 
agement training. Several projects focus on groups 
which have fewer opportunities for improving their 
management capabilities — for instance, women, 
and those in the rural development and non- 
governmental sectors. The program also promotes 
and supports regional cooperation between de- 
veloping countries at the senior management level. 


During 1984-85, the Management for Change Pro- 
gram provided $2.8 million for 66 projects 
involving participants from 57 countries. 


Development Education 


In a world becoming ever more interdependent, 
Canadians need to be kept aware of developing 
countries and of Canada’s relationships with them. 
With support from CIDA’s Public Participation 
Program (PPP), Canadians are increasingly involved 
in this process. 


For many groups, development education comple- 
ments overseas activities; development agencies, 
church organizations, universities, professional asso- 
ciations, labor organizations, and women’s groups, 
for instance, sponsor community events featuring 
visitors from developing countries. Learner centres 
provide resources to their communities, while some 
organizations direct their efforts to specific au- 
diences such as school children. A variety of 
educational material is created, from films illustrat- 
ing development issues to practical resource 
handbooks. Development education makes the link 
between the awareness of Canadians about North- 
South issues and activities and the encouragement 
of their participation in international cooperation. 
The Public Participation Program contributed $7.9 
million for 386 projects in 1984-85. 
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Business 
Cooperation 
Program 


CIDA established the Business Cooperation Branch 
in September 1984 to increase the effectiveness of 
the Agency’s social and economic development 
programs in the Third World. 


This new branch, together with other existing 
bilateral programs, assist Canadian exporters to 
penetrate new markets in developing countries and 
support Canadian firms seeking opportunities for 
investment, joint ventures and transfers of technol- 
ogy to these markets. By encouraging the business 
community to increase its investments in the Third 
World, CIDA enables Canadian firms to make the 
most of opportunities in the expanding markets of 
Asia, Latin America, the Caribbean and Africa, while 
simultaneously making an important contribution 
to Third World development. 


The Business Cooperation Branch comprises three 
divisions: the Industrial Cooperation Division, the 
Policy and Liaison Division and the Consultant and 
Industrial Relations Division. 


Industrial Cooperation 
Division 


Established in 1978 to stimulate increased participa- 


tion by the Canadian private sector in the industrial 
development of the Third World, the Industrial 
Cooperation Program (INC) has expanded to be- 
come the operating arm of the new Business 
Cooperation Branch. 


INC supports private sector initiatives aimed at 
establishing joint ventures or other forms of collab- 
oration in order to transfer technology to 
developing countries. Canadian firms receive fund- 
ing for starter and feasibility studies, and for project 
preparation. Support is also provided in establishing 


contacts and identifying opportunities through visit- 


ing missions, seminars and the publication of 
investment guides. 


Since its establishment, this program has enabled 
more than 1,500 firms from all parts of Canada to 
gain access to new markets and opportunities in 
some 90 developing countries, while providing the 
Third World with the benefits of Canadian exper- 
tise, technology and initiative. 


In 1984-85, the Industrial Cooperation Program 
supported the organization of eight missions in 
Africa and in Asia and four technology transfer 
exhibitions in Ivory Coast, Dominican Republic, 
Thailand and China. 


The Division also organized visits to Canada and 
abroad for the benefit of Canadian business people 
and their partners in the Third World. The Division, 
for example, was host to participants in a course 
offered by the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT ) in Geneva for the benefit of less 
developed countries. It also participated in Mar- 
ketplace ’85, organized by the epartment of 
External Affairs in 18 Canadian cities. 


With a budget of $38.5 million in 1984-85, the 
Division’s activities included the financing of over 
700 new projects started by close to 450 firms. 


Policy and Liaison Division 


The Policy and Liaison Division is responsible for 
developing and coordinating those CIDA programs 
involving the participation of the Canadian business 
sector in projects implemented in developing coun- 
tries which further the development goals of the 
recipient governments. Major policies concerning 
these programs are developed in consultation and 
cooperation with other CIDA Branches, government 
departments and agencies involved, and the Cana- 
dian private sector. 


Consultant and Industrial 
Relations Division 


The Consultant and Industrial Relations Division 
establishes and maintains effective contacts with 
Canadian firms in various industrial sectors which 
are called on to collaborate with CIDA. 
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The 1984-85 Statistical Annex provides a 
breakdown of the disbursements for official 
development assistance (ODA) made by the 
Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA), the official government agency largely 
responsible for aiding development efforts in 
the world. The major assistance contributions of 
federal departments as well as provincial 
government contributions to non-governmental 
organizations are also identified.

Note 


The tables show disbursements of assistance by 
geographic region and do not reflect the group- 
ings of countries used by CIDA for ad- 
ministrative purposes. 

All disbursements of assistance are shown net, 
i.e. minus capital repayments on earlier loans. 
In other words, they represent actual Canadian 
assistance. Terms used in the tables are defined 
in Part 2. 

The addition of the figures may differ slightly 
from the totals provided due to rounding, as the 
data are calculated by computer, which carries 
figures to several decimal places. 


Notes 


1. 


In fiscal year 1983-84, Canada rescheduled 
$65,000 and $217,000 due by Senegal and 
Cuba respectively. In fiscal year 1984-85, 
Canada rescheduled $292,700 and $464,000 
due by Brazil and Zambia respectively. 

Each year Parliament votes an amount for 
the International Development Research 
Centre (IDRC), which administers its own 
funds. The amount shown is the actual 
disbursement including administration. 

In addition to the contributions made by 
CIDA, the Department of External Affairs 
makes contributions to the regular budgets 
of certain international organizations. For 
some of these organizations only a percen- 
tage of each contribution is considered 
related to development (and therefore 
assistance). The percentage (or coefficient) 
for each organization is calculated by the 
Development Assistance Committee (DAC) of 
the Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD). These coefficients 
were revised in 1982 and therefore data for 
following years reflect these changes. 

The Petro-Canada International Assistance 
Corporation (PCIAC) was established in 
October 1981. Its principal objective is to 
reduce the burden of dependence of oil- 
importing developing nations on foreign 
fuels by helping them to identify and exploit 
domestic sources of hydrocarbons. The first 
projects were disbursed in 1982. As is the 
case with IDRC, amounts voted by Parlia- 
ment are not necessarily disbursed in the 
same fiscal year. 

In addition to these contributions to NGOs, 
some provincial and municipal governments 
also contribute directly to developing coun- 
tries, but these figures are not readily 
available and are not included here. 

When Canada joined the Inter-American 
Development Bank on May 3, 1972, it 
agreed to return to the Bank the repayments 
(including interest) of the loans made to 
Latin America under the Canadian Trust 
Fund. These repayments are made directly 
from Latin American countries to the Bank 
and are not disbursed from the CIDA loan 
vote. However, they are a Canadian con- 
tribution to the Bank’s Special Fund and are 
added to Canadian official development 
assistance. See also Table D-2. 


In 1982, DAC members, including Canada, 
agreed that ODA figures should include the 
administrative costs of extending assistance. 
This inclusion of administrative cost data 
was made to improve the comparability of 
total ODA figures among donor countries, 
since, previously, some countries were in- 
cluding some administrative costs while 
others were not. The administrative costs in- 
clude the expenses incurred by CIDA, IDRC, 
PCIAC as well as External Affairs’ represen- 
tatives working on official development 
assistance. 

In 1981, CIDA decided to reinforce the 
geographic orientation of the organization in 
order to strengthen the Agency’s focus on 
the requirements of recipient countries. In 
other words, country-to-country mechanisms 
would be used in a coherent, coordinated 
fashion to attain the Agency’s overall objec- 
tives in specific countries. This is also 
known as the “‘country focus’’ approach. 
Country focus projects administered by the 
Special Programs Branch amounting to $35.3 
million in 1984-85 were charged to 
Government-to-Government (Bilateral); in 
previous fiscal years they were charged 
against Special Programs Branch. During 
1982-83 and 1983-84, $14.9 and $31.9 
million respectively were transferred from 
the Government-to-Government budget to 
Special Programs Branch, which provides 
assistance to Canadian non-governmental 
organizations, educational institutions, pro- 
fessional associations, unions, churches, 
cooperatives and international non- 
governmental organizations active in 
development.

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Part 2 
Definitions 


Aid or Official Development Assistance 


The word ‘‘aid’’ or ‘‘assistance’’ refers only to 
flows which qualify as official development 
assistance (ODA), i.e. grants or loans undertaken 
by the official sector (see definition) with the 
promotion of economic development and 
welfare as main objectives. Loans are provided 
at concessional financial terms and must have at 
least a 25 per cent grant element (see 
definition). 


BILATERAL ASSISTANCE: When Canada main- 
tains control over its contribution to such an 
extent that the decisions regarding disposal of 
the funds are taken at the discretion of Canada. 


MULTILATERAL ASSISTANCE: Contributions 

are recorded as multilateral if the recipient 

organization is active in development and if: 

a) amounts received are pooled so that they 
lose their identity and become an integral 
part of the organization’s financial assets, 

b) members of organizations are government 
representatives acting in an official capacity 
and not as individuals. 


Capital Subscriptions (Investments) 


Capital subscriptions are also known in Canada 
as ‘‘investments’’. These subscriptions are 
assigned to each country when it becomes a 
member of an international institution. Shares 
are issued to members according to the amounts 
of their capital subscriptions. According to the 
articles of agreement, these shares are to be 
repurchased by the institution when a country 
ceases to be a member. 


Contributions to Special Funds (Advances) 


Contributions to the special funds of financial 
institutions are known in Canada as ‘‘advances’’. 
These advances are similar to capital subscrip- 
tions, but no shares are issued to member coun- 
tries. Contributions to special funds are returned 
only when a country ceases to be a member. 


Developing Countries (LDCs) 


The Development Assistance Committee of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development uses the following list: all coun- 
tries and territories in Africa (except South 
Africa); in America (except the U.S. and Canada); 
in Asia (except Japan); and in Oceania (except 
Australia and New Zealand). In Europe the list 
comprises Cyprus, Gibraltar, Greece, Malta, 
Portugal, Turkey and Yugoslavia. 


Canada is helping over 80 countries, but 
assistance is concentrated in about 55 countries. 


Grant Element 


The grant element is an index measure of a 
loan’s degree of concessionality, or “‘softness’’, 
calculated on the basis of interest rate, grace 
period (interval to first repayment) and maturity 
(interval to final repayment). Specifically, the 
grant element is the difference between the face 
value of the loan and the discounted (at 10 per 
cent) present value of the service payments to 
be made by the borrower during the lifetime of 
the loan, expressed as a percentage of the face 
value. Thus, the grant element would be nil for 
a loan carrying an interest rate of 10 per cent; it. 
would be 100 per cent for a grant; and it lies 
between these two limits for soft loans. (See 
Loans) 


Gross National Product (GNP) 


GNP is the measure of total domestic and 
foreign output claimed by residents of a 
country.* The assistance volume (net 
disbursements) of donor countries is expressed 
as a percentage of their GNP. In 1984-85 Cana- 
dian assistance represented .490 per cent of its 
GNP. 


Least Developed Countries (LLDCs) 


An initial list of 25 LLDCs was defined by the 
United Nations in 1971 according to the follow- 
ing criteria: 


i) per capita gross domestic product (GDP) 
below U.S. $100 per annum, 
ii) manufacturing under 10 per cent of GDP, 
iii) literate population (15 years and over) 
below 20 per cent of total. 


Eleven countries have since been added to this 
list by the Committee on Development Planning 
of the UN General Assembly for a total of 36 
LLDCs (see Table K). 


Loans 


All Canadian loans on concessional terms to 
developing countries are channeled through 
CIDA and are mainly of two standard types at 
the present:

Official Sector 


CIDA is the official government agency that has 
the task of aiding development efforts in the 
world, but other federal departments and pro- 
vincial governments also contribute to Canadian 
assistance. In our data we identify the major 
contributions of federal departments as well as 
provincial government contributions to non- 
governmental organizations. However, other 
smaller contributions from federal departments 
or from provincial or municipal governments 
are not included. Flows from the Export 
Development Corporation are not reported as 
ODA but as Other Official Flows (OOF).
